NEED TO WATC H ONE'S STEP 



The importance of keeping walks 
well sanded and of watching one's step 
is emphasized in a dollars and cents 
statement issued by the Aetna Lite 
Insurance Company whose figures, the 
resplt of an analysis of 15,344 acci- 
dent claims paid amounting to over 
$15,000,000, more than one-fifth was 
paid as a result of injuries due to 
falls— and of the falls 150,333 were on 
pavements. The amount paid by the 
Company as the result of falls of this 
kind was $1,129,019.60, Another $62.;,- 
935 was paid as a result of falls on 
stairs or steps and $420,212 was paid 
for falls from ladders, chairs, etc. 
For 1109 falls through trap doors 
the Company paid $100,000 and for 
miscellaneous falls nearly $560,000, 

The rest of the total paid for acci- 
dents went principally to pay for ac- 
cidents in travel, such as automobile 
accidents, railroad and street car ac- 
cidents too numerous to mention — the 
largest sum going for injuries to oc- 
cupants of automobiles, 12,t>4:? of them 
being paid $2,396,684.99.

Quarterback Haley, knowning the 
time to be nearly up, tore his game 
wide open.

What a Railway Ticket Tells 

Whi n one sailed up the Bay of To- 
kyo to Yokohama, and bought a rail- 
road ticket to Tokyo, he sensed the 
distinctive flavor of Japan's capital.. 
For the ticket would read Shinagawa, , 
or Shinbashi, not Tokyo. 

The Imperial Palace was in the 
aristocratic ward or "Ku," known as ; 
Kojimochi-Ku. In this palace, origi- 
nated by Ota Dokwan in 1456, former- 
ly lived the Tokugawa Shoguns. This | 
palace bears witness to the frequent; 
casual* ies of Tokyo; it often was ( 
hurried, the last time in 1873. It is 
not accessible to the public. A Jap- 
anese guide-book naively says, "Or-, 
dinary people are allowed to approach 
only as far as the end of the first 
bridge outside the outer gate." The 
palace grounds are surrounded by two 
moats; the perimeter of the outer one 
is about five miles. 

In this ward also is the central sta- 
tion, with buildings occupying two 
acres One of the four entrances was 
reserved for the use of the Imperial 
family. 

The Busy Latin Quarter 

The Latin quar ter of Tokyo, which 
sufl\ red severely, lies in Kanda-Ku. 
Her,- wis th ■ Tokyo Higher Commer- 
cial School, the first school of that 
kin I established by the government 
when it launched upon a policy of 
adonting western business methods. 

Upon the grounds of this school 
grow pine trees which are survivors 
of the grove standing then' when the 
school tract was part of the Shoguns 
pleasure park. 

This ward also was famous for a 
willow-tree thoroughfare, its second- 
hand clothes 'ores, and a Shinto 
Shrine which r'.ates to the eighth cen- 
tury.

An Earthquake- Proof Bank 

In Nihombashi is the bank of Japan, 
occupying a building especially de- 
signed to be earthquake-proof.

Tokyo's "Newspaper Row" 

"Newspaper Row" is in Kyobashi- 
Ku. Here are practically all the prin- 
cipal journals.

A concession of foreign vis- 
itors is indicated by the announce- 
ment, "Boots need not be taken off, 
as covers are provided to slip over 
them." 

In Azahu-Ku the American lega- 
tion was located in the time of Town- 
send Harr is. In this ward is a Budd- 
hist temple, memento of the years be- 
fore Shintoism took firm hold. 

Shintoism has been kept alive in j 
Japan from the dawn of the Empire. 
Tokyo, as Japan's capital, became a ! 
stronghold of Shintoism because of- 1 
ficialdom of Japan supported it ar- 
dently. Shintoism essentially is a re- 
ligion of patriotism, and patriotism 
is the cornerstone of Empire building. ] 
Furthermore Shintoism inculcates a | 
I patriotism which pivots around the 
[ Imperial family and especially around 
j the person of the Emperor. 

Western monarchs have stopped at 
the claim of their divine right to 
Kingship — the idea that they are 
chosen of God. But Japanese Em- 
perors have gone much farther and 
claim that they actually are descend- 
ed from the chief Shinto diety. 
The Mt. Vernon of Japan 
Akasaka-Ku is notable for contain- 
ing the modern Mt. Vernon of Ja- 
pan, the residence of the late General 
Count Nogi. which is preserved by the 
city and is a shrine for thousands of 
patriotic visitors. 

Visitors to the Korakuen Garden, in 
Koishikawa-Ku, one of the most popu- 
lar landscape parks of Tokyo, will re- 
call being told how its symmetry al- 
ready had been marred by destruction 
of ^onie of its buildings, its pine- 
groves and its ponds.

2431 College avenue, 

Berkeiey. Cal. 
Sept. 20, 192:, 

Dear Aunt Carrie: 

I guess you've read of the big 
Berkeley tire. Well, we were in the 
middle of it! 

At noon, Monday, the day of the 
fire, George came home to lunch ana 
everything was clear and serene. The 
day was very hot and a terrific wind 
blowing and we knew there were 
fires around in the mountains, but 
thought nothing of it. 

At 2 p. m. I cleaned up and sat 
calmly down to teach Virginia. Just 
then Miss Radford called up from 
down town and said, "Is everything 
all right? Thev sav North Berkeley 
is threatened." I said "Why yes." 
She said, "Well then, til go on over 
to Oakland." 

Just after she phoned smoke be- 
gan to blow around. Finally, it got 
r-ui'e 'ense so I went out and watered 
the lawn and the house in front. The 
neighbors came out and said, "We 
wonder how near the fire is?" None 
of them seemed to be alarmed. You 
see the topography of the hill is so 
that no street is visible to the next 
street; each on a hill so high you 
look over the tree tops of the street 
•oelow, and besides our own houses 
were so surrounded by trees we could 
not even see the trees below. 

Well, Miss Radford had decided to 
come home after all, and she said to 
me "Good for you to wet the lawn" 
and went in and began packing her 
valuables in a trunk and never said 
"Boo" to me. So I calmly watered 
the lawn! The smoke was quite dense 
and cinders falling, but occasionally 
the wind lifted everything and it was 
clear. Why I didn't realize there was 
even danger, I don't know, but it

seems hundreds were like me. There 
was no warning, no whistles. 

I never heard a nre engine, our 
neighborhood was as quiet as a fu- 
neral, and at that time 250 homes 
had already burned just above us ana 
the streets below were burning, and 
we were in a trap kept somewhat clear 
by the wind. Our street would have 
been saved if the lower street fires 
had not backed up. 

At A. B. came home from school 
and she and Virginia went next door 
to play. Immediately I looked out 
the back door and saw the field op- 
posite blazing. I ran to Miss Rad- 
ford telling her of it, she said "I will 
go down cellar and get some sacks 
and we'll go across and fight it." Be- 
fore she hardly finished speaking the 
house and yard next door took fire, 
the great cedar trees blazed, two 
houses below took fire. I ran for the 
children, a neighbor helped me into 
the house with them and said. "Run, 
you have to, to reach safety." The 
children were screaming, but I man- 
aged to gra!) George's suitcase, put 
in it our tin box with valuables, six 
of George's shirts, my bag, my best 
dress and each of the children's best 
dresses, threw our four new sweaters 
over my arm, also George's and my 
overcoats, grabbed the children's sum- 
mer hats and George's new portable 
typewr'ter. Then I lost my courage, 
with the children screaming and house 
next door blazing, and Miss Radford 
called "Run, I will follow. I will Iock 
the house against looters." I said, 
"Don't lock, the men will want to get 
in to fight the fire." Then we ran 
down through our back yard where 
the bushes and trees were blazing, 
and I was amazed as I ran from 
block to block to see the streets I 
supposed safe blazing and crowds of 
hurrying people and machines, baby 
carriages piled with bedding, etc., etc. 
But no sounds except children crying. 

University students guarded traffic, 
one held up a whole street full of ma- 
chines for the children and me to 
cross. On the fourth street below a 
car was coming along, we fell on to 
it and got out. 

Miss Radford said as she left our 
yard she looked back (only three min- 
utes after I left) and our house wa* 
well gone already. She gave me some 
money — dear soul — I hadn't a cent. 
It seems she was so flustrated she 
put her valuables in the trunk, never 
dreaming but what someone could get 
it out. She lost $500 worth of import- 
ed laces alone. 

Mrs. Bruce, whose house we were 
in, is in Massachusetts for the sum 
mer. Her son. Professor Bruce, was 
up on the hill fighting the fire, never 
dreaming but what we were all safe 
below. You see the terrific 00-mile 
wind took the sparks to the lower 
part of the hill before the middle 
part. 

We lost bedding, one $30 camera, 
new couch, $4:1. all of George's draw- 
ing instruments and boards and val- 
ued architectural plates which he had 
been accumulating since Tech days: 
two trunks, two suitcases, all cloth- 
ing, and a hundred little things that 
I keep thinking of. We lo3t. as near 
as we can figure, nearly a thousand 
dollars worth of goods; that is, if 
everything were replaced. But that 
is so little compared with other peo- 
ple's losses. Some professors lost pa- 
pers and books that had been years 
underway. 

The teachers of A. B.'s school we»*e 
dumb the next dav. Of course the 
school went and thev said "Imagine 
us keening those children in school 
and sending them home to burning 
homes and we not knowing a word 
of it!" 

Bv 4 o'clock, imagine, in just two 
hours, the whole hill of two souare 
miles was blazing and the only thing 
that saved the University and this 
side of the town was the evening wind 
coming in. 

Dear George knew nothing of the 
fire till he heard some people on the 
ferry talking of it — and when he 
went forward to look across the bay 
he saw our hill a pile of flame and

Suez Canal was constructed palatial 
steamers with the last word in equip- 
ment and -appointments have passed 
in a continual procession in sight of 
its coral reefs and beaches and moun- 
tains. And yet until 1917 practically 
nothing whatever was known of the 
region, anil even now the world's 
knowledge of it is scant. 

As in most others parts of Arabia, 
the people of Asir are Mohammedans 
and fanatical Mohammedans at that. 
Travelers are nc.t welcome, especially 
arc "Christian dogs" not wanted. But 
the intolerance of the people of Asir 
is not reserved for Christians alone. 
The Turks who are fellow Moslems 

1 and who were in addition representa- 
tives of the Caliph, made little head- 
way in Asir. Nominally it was a 
{.■art of the Turkish Empire as was 
most of the remainder of Arabia; 
but the people never surrendered 
their independence. Turkish garri- 
sons held Kanfuda and Jeizan, little 

j ports, and lb ha, an inland station; 

j but large districts of Asir's 30,000 or 
40,000 square miles of territory were 
never even explored by the Turks. 

Hot as Death Valley 

Along the Red Sea in Asir is a 
strip of lowlands 20 to 30 miles wide, 
known as the "tehama,"' barren, hot 
and fever-ridden. In appearance it is 
not unlike the repellent Pacific coast 
of Mexico's lower California. Even in 
April the thermometer registers as 
high as 107 degrees in the shade in 
the "tehama," and in midsummer it is 
almost as hot as in America's famous 
Death Valley. 
I The inner edge of the "tehama ' is 
j marked by low mountains, some 2000 
j feet high. Farther inland are the 
, country's highest peaks, rising to 
j 6000 and even 8000 feet. Still far- 
thi r inland the mountains eive way 
I to the high plateau that extends into 
central Arabia. 

In Asir's higher mountains, accord- 
ing to the meager word-of-mouth re- 
ports of natives, is a land the direct 
antithesis of the unlovely "tehama." 
The rainfall in the mountains is said 
to be considerable and its valleys are 
regions of running water, trees, gar- 
dens, fields and orchards. None of 
the streams reaches the sea, all be- 
ing swallowed up by the desert or dis- 
sipated by irrigation ditches. 

Favored Allies 

Even the Emir of Asir, nominal 
lord of the realm, is without authori- 
ty in much of his wild country. He 
holds securely only the "tehama." the 
lower mountains, and a portion of the 
highest region. In much of the high- 
lands the inhabitants do not acknowl- 
edge his authority. This is especially- 
true of the nomads on the edge of the 
great central desert. 

When Italy was at war with Tur- 
key in 1911-12 she subsidized the 
Emir of Asir who was glad enough 
to make active his slumbering enmity 
toward Turkey. During the World 
War the Emir was one of the numer- 
ous Arab chieftains who nominally 
joined the Allies against the Cen- 
tral Powers. He received supplies 
from Great Britain but accomplished 



NEW ZEALAND: ITALY OP THE 
SOUTHERN HEMISPHERE 

A newspaper item stating that New 
Zealand lemons have recently reached 
the {Canadian market, will probably 
cause some Teaders to get out their 
atlases to try to prove that an editor 
has nodded, says a bulletin from the 
Washington. D« C, headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. 

This British Dominion nearest to 
the South Pole is spoken of so often 
as "the Antipodes of Great Britain" 
that the opinion is common that its 
climate is the same in every respect. 
There are many similarities, it is 
true, but in general it is the warmer 
half of England that is most nearly 
l'ke the cooler half of New Zealand. 
The distance separating the north- 
ernmost mainland point of Great Bri- 
tain from the North Pole is 800 miles 
less than the distance between New 
• Zealand's southernmost point and the 
i South Pole; and North Cape, New 
' Zealand, is a full 600 miles closer to 
I the Equator than the sun-bathed Ri- 
; viera of southern France and Italy. 
Citrus Fruits Grown in "Toe" 
It is to Italy, in fact, that New 
! Zealand may perhaps best be com- 
pared ev. n though the one is a pen- 
insula and the other an island group. 
I By a strange freak of geographical 
confirmation, the two large islands 
j that practically make up New Zea- 
i land form, when taken together, al- 
' most as perfect a "boot" as the fa- 
1 mous "Boot of Italy." It is perhaps 
j more properly the unbooted leg and 
foot of a man that the shape of New- 
Zealand approaches. The range of 
north latitude covered by Italy al- 
most exactly corresponds to the de- 
grees of south latitude covered by 
New Zealand; and just as the Cala- 
! hrian "toe" of Italy reaches south- 
j ward into the Mediterranean, so the 
"instep" and "toe" of the Auckland 
j Peninsula of New Zealand extend 
equatorward into the warmer wa- 
ters of the Pacific. 

With its comparison to Italy in 
I mind, it is easy enough to under- 
! stand how the warmest parts of New 
I Zealand van produce citrus fruits. 
1 Until quite recently fruit culture had 
been confined to the common orchard 
fruits of the temperate zones and 
had naturally been developed south 
of the warmest "regions of North Is- 
1 land. Even as late as 1916 New Zea- 
; land was dependent on imports to 
furnish the lemons which the island- 
I ers consumed. The lemon industry 
j has gained rapidly sine, that time 
and latest reports show that one New 
Zealand firm alone has handled 11,000 
; cases of domestic lemons this year. 

Although New Zealand can develop 
! in its warmer regions a citrus fruit 
, industry of considerable importance, 
I it is as a dairy and sheep country 
I that it is best known and probably 
j will continue to be known. . In a 
: recent year its wool exports were 
; valued at more than $80,000,000, and 
1 its exported mutton and lamb at 
; more than $30,000,000, while the but- 
j ter and cheese and milk shipped out 
of the country were w< rth upwards 
of $50,000,000.

In the 
past so much waste has taken place 
for want of foresight that the cities 
ami towns of the Commonwealth have 
agreed to look ahead to make savings. 
' ' - savin '"s can be made, for ex- 
jnmnle, by planning the location and 
width of new streets to accommodate 
the growth of towns, consequently the 
cost of subsequent street straighten- 
ings, extensions and widenings is 
avoided. In a well planned street 
gvsstem fire <' -lartnients can respond 
efficiently, and therefore no expensive 
duplication of men and apparatus is 
i reouired. Moreover, well planned 
streets permit water mains and sew- 
ers to be laid at a minimum expense 
because the pipes are free from costly 
and wasteful dead ends, jogs, deep 
profiles, and unnecessary elbows. Mon- 
ey for schools goes farther with a 
well thought-out street plan because 
the school teachers and the children 
can r»ach the schools without waste 
of time in making detours. Conse- 
quently the school districts can be 
larger and the schools fewer. Parks 
and playgrounds are also more easily 
reached. Fewer streets are needed 
when they are well planned. There-

WADLEIGH-PRINCE PARENT 
TEACHER ASSOCIATION 

The October meeting of the Wad- 
leigh-Prince P. T. A. was held at the 
Wadleigh School on Oct. Sth. .Mrs. 
Denison, the president, was in the 
chair. Reports were read by Miss 
Daley, the secretary and by Mr. 
Tompkins ,the treasurer. 

A committee, consisting of Mrs. 
Carpenter, Mrs. Capron and Mrs. W. 
L. Parsons was appointed to consider 
the Wadleigh resolutions adopted two 
years ago, suggesting regulations of 
study hours and social activities for 
the children. Resolutions passed at 
Lexington, based on the Wadleigh 
resolutions, wire read. Pittsfield is 
another town that lias copied our ex- 
ample of suggestions for pupils. 

The Wadleigh and Prince Schools 
are planning exciting Halloween part- 
ies to be held at the schools with 
games and refreshments on Hallo- 
ween. 

A dancing class for Wadleigh stu- 
dents is under consideration. A 
teacher is available and other Wad- 
leigh teachers have agreed to act as 
chaperons. The only requirements 
for admission are clean hands, clean 
face, clean ears, hair brushed, shoes 
well shined and politeness. 

A committee of five — Mrs. East- 
wick, Mrs. Ryan, Mr. Ash, Mr. W. L. 
Parsons and Mr. Russell was ap- 
pointed to bring in its report at the 
next meeting as to how to improve 
the Wadleigh playground and bicycle 
room. The playground, below the 
street, is at present a bed of ashes. 
If it rains it becomes mud. As soon 
as the children play at recess, such a 
dust is raised a person cannot see 
across the playground— an excellent 
way to spread colds and soil clothes. 
Do' Winchester parents like that kind 
of a place for their children to play? 

The bicycle situation needs atten- 
tion. There are often 75 bicycles 
thrown together and piled on top of 
each other. It is the only way to get 
them into the building. If left out- 
side, they get stolen. There are racks 
fur only about one-third of the 
bicycles. It is a difficult problem for 
a child to get a bicycle and his books 
out of the building without damaging 
one or the other. It is hard work 
pulling a bicycle out of the mass, and 
a slow process, involving 16 minutes 
wait if your bicycle is at the bottom 
>f the pile. 

Parents are invited to drop in to 
the Wadleigh basement and see the 
bicycles, and to walk across the play- 
ground at the rear and test the quali- 
tv of the dust. 

" Miss Davis and Mrs. O'Sullivan's 
rooms had the best attendance of 
parents. They will share the P. T. A.

A LECTURE ON CRIST1AN 
SCIENCE 



Prof. Hering spoke as follows: 

Christian Science, as discovered and 
founded by Mary Baker Eddy, is to- 
day so generally recognized as an in- 
strument for good, that we are inter- 
ested to know what this Science teach- 
es regarding the unrest, evil and suf- 
fering so prevalent in human experi- 
ence and to hear what solution it has 
10 offer for them. We are interested 
in the cause of this grievous condition 
and to learn if possible of an adequate 
remedy for it, as well as to find what 
part each one of us plays in the situ- 
ation, to what decree we are respon- 
sible for it, and to what extent we can 
aid in alleviating and healing it. 

At the outset it should be recognized 
thai the world is an aggregation of 
individuals, hence its prevailing con- 
ditions are but the composite product 
< f the lives and mentalities of its peo- 
ple, and of their habits of thought, 1 
their ethics, their ambitions and their 
resultant conduct. 

Thus the character of human living 
is an essential factor in the world's 
condition and it follows that this can 
be improved only as the lives of its 
people are improved. It is this phase 
of the question to which we shall give 
especial attention by analyzing the 
Science of right living, together with 
the Principle and Jaw involved, in or- 
der to see how these may be demon- 
strated in human activities. 

Recipe in the Bible 
St. Paul writes: "For the law of the 
Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath 
made me free from the law of sin and 
death." 

The Bible contains many clear and 
definite statements of the healing law 
of the gospel in its relation to every 



form of evil thinking and wrong liv- 
ing. ! 

Have you ever thought what this 
world would be with all its sin. sor- 
row, s offering and sickness removed?' 
And have you ever realized that an 
undenstanding of the teachings of 
Christ Jesus, with strict adherence 
I thereto, would bring about this heav- 
! enly condition? This should be evi- 
: dent to all Bible students. 

When looking, therefore, for a so- 
| lution of the world's problems, need 
I one look further than to a demon- , 
; at rated understanding of the teachings' 
I of the Master? Did he not set a 
1 standard of right living upon a spir- ' 
itual basis which he declared he made 
it possible for all to follow? And in, 
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connection therewith did he not heal 
all manner of evil and disease through 
divine power and did he not teach his 
followers to do the same thing? Is 
it not evident then that Christian liv- 
ing involves not merely right ethical 
or moral conditions, but right physical 
and mental conditions as well: health, 
harmony and wholesomene>s in every 
direction ? 

Christian Living Includes Healing 

We thus see that Christian healin? 
is an essential element in Christian 
living. From the inception of Chris- 
tianity, however, only a few have ac- 
cepted fully our Master's teachings, 
caught their spirit and manifested 
this Christ-spirit in healing works, no- 
tably the early Christians who. dur- 
ing the first three centuries of the 
Christian era. did such marvelous 
healing, and led such self-sacrificing 
and consecrated lives, until the time 
when Christianity was engulfed in 
formalism and its vital spirit was 
quenched. 

One reason why so many do not 
believe in Christian healing is because 
it is difficult for the human mind to 
see and admit that a mental effort 
alone, such as prayer, faith, and right 
thinking, can bring about a physical 
change. Yet this is what our Mas- 
ter's teachings and his practice in- 
volve. 

It is evident that Christ Jesus con- 
sidered this healing work an indispen- 
sable factor of his ministry; indeed, 
he made it a test of Christian disci- 
pleship, for he said. "He that believ- 
eth on me, the works that I do shall 
he do also;" a statement which clearly 
means that he who is a Christian will 
be able to heal spiritually. Moreover, 
he made no distinction between the 
healing of sin and of disease. He 
said, for example, to the impotent 
man whom he had healed of a serious 
physical condition, "Sin no more, lest 
a worse thing come unto thee," un- 
mistakably implying that the disease 
had ben due to sin, and definitely 
stating that continued indulgence in 
sin would result in a worse form of 
disease. 

Healing Understood Spiritually 

Since, therefore, Christian healing 
is such an integral element of out- 
Master's Christianity and is thus es- 
sential to the demonstration of Chris- 
tian living in all its wholesomeness, 
it is important to understand it. The 
Bible says that spiritual things must 
be spiritually discerned, and since 
Christian healing is accomplished spir- 
itually, no other means being used, 
it is evident that it can be explained, 
understood and demonstrated only I 
spiritually, that is, from a spiritual 
basis, Physical science and medical 
science cannot possibly explain the i 
healing work done by Christ Jesus j 
and by his immediate followers, nor j 
by Christian Scientists today, for 
these opposite methods have nothing ! 
whatever in common. 

Since all have been educated to look | 
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at things materially, and since it is 
impossible to understand Jesus' teach- 
ings and works from that basis, it is 
evident that a new point of view must 
be obtained, apart from physics, in 
the realm of its opposite, divine meta- 
physics, for his healing work was all 
accomplished mentally. 

In gaining this new viewpoint it 
may be necessary to engage in a line 
of thought to which some have not 
been accustomed. Therefore I must 
»3k such to be patient and indulgent 
while this new viewpoint is consid- 
ered. 

It is not, of course, the purpose 
here to attempt to prove that healing 
was acccmplished by Jesus and by his 
disciples or that it is accomplished to- 
day by Cliristian Scientists, since this 
fact is already well established, al- 
though not generally believed. The 
endeavor will be to explain away some 
of the difficulties involved in accept- 
ing it and to show that the world's 
miseries can be healed through spirit- 
ual means. 

Physical Sense Testimony False 

A moment's thought will show us 
that mortals are conscious of exist- 
ence mentally and only so, for every- 
thing that enters into their life, all 
activities and experiences, enters it 
mentally through some action of 
thought, for do they not think what 
they see, hear, feel, smell or taste? 
They are conscious only of mental im- 
pressions presenting themselves as 
mental concepts which are accepted 
as existence. Indeed, there is no evi- 
dence of existence apart from con- 
sciousness. Thus it is seen that hu- 
man existence is wholly mental. 

Since the five physical senses play 
so important a part in the formation 
of the so-called physical sense of ex- 
istence, it is necessary to analyze 
them in order to determine whether 
they can be depended upon. In the 
case of sight, for example, if one 
looks down a straight railway track, 
the rails seem to converge, but this 
appearance is not true, for they are 
parallel. A large house seen in the 
distance appears to be a small house, 
but this again is not true. Such ex- 
amples prove that the sense of sight 
testifies falsely and requires correc-> 
tions and explanations before intelli- 
gent concepts can be formed. 

So also in the case of hearing, 
echoes and sounds in the distance are 
deceptive until they are explained and 
corrected. In the same way it is well 
known how often we have been and 
how easily we can be deceived through 
the other senses, the senses of touch, 
taste and smell. 

N'ow if a business man has five em- 
ployees whose daily reports he can- 
not accept without making' many cor- 
rections and allowances, will he have 
implicit confidence in these employees 
in every other respect? Certainly 
not, for we know how hard it is ever 
to believe a person again who has 
misled us once. Then is it sensible 
or logical to have such implicit con- 
fidence in the testimony of the five 
physical senses when it is known that 
they testify falsely all the time? 
Should we not rather be eager for 
further corrections that we may not 
be deceived by them at all? 

It is very important to see that the 
five physical, corporeal, or personal 
senses cannot perceive truth; conse- 
quently, anything that is true. For 
example, suppose two persons to be 
looking at a mathematical computa- 
tion, one understands mathematics 
and the other does not. Would they 
both see the truth involved by simply 
looking at the physical figures with 
their physical eyes? 'Certainly not, 
for mathematical truth can be seen 
only through mathematical under- 
standing, and those who do not have 
this understanding cannot see this 
truth, no matter how long they may 
look at the figures. 

For the same reason, the five physi- 
cal senses cannot perceive absolute 
Truth. They cannot, in other words, 
see God, Spirit, Mind, Soul, Love, — 
they certainly cannot see Principle, 
for Truth can be seen only through 
the understanding, spiritual under- 
standing, — a faculty entirely apart 
from physical sense If, therefore, 
the five physical senses cannot see 
•Truth, it follows conclusively that 
what they do see is not true. 

Mental Nature of Existence 
Those who have studied physics and 
chemistry have been taught that any 
material object may through mechani- 
cal, chemical and electrical processes 
be reduced to a form of energy, — to 
infinitesimal units of electrical force 
vibrating with great velocity. Since 
then a material object is an aggrega- 
tion of units of force, nothing else 
having entered into its composition, 
it must be simply force. Mrs. Eddy 
writes in her textbook, "Science and 
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Health with Key to the Scriptures" 
(p. 484), "Physical force and mortal 
mind are one." Therefore, any ma- 
terial object is wholly mental. I 

Those who have studied psychology 
and philosophy know that the only I 
evidence of the existence of a material 
object is a mental concept. Thus so- i 
called material consciousness experi- 
ences various mental impressions ap- 
pearing as objectified mental concepts, 
and these constitute what is known 
as material existence, there being no 
other evidence of this ex stence what- 
soever. Thus we see that not only 
is such existence wholly mental, but 
also that everything that enters into 
it is mental and even that matter it- 
self is bu' a mental phenomenon. 

It is very important to recognize 
this mental nature of mortal exist- 
ence, for otherwise it is impossible to 
understand the teachings of Christ I 
Jesus, and especially his healing work, j 

In the initial step thus far taken 
no reference has been made to the 
teachings of Chr stian Sc ience, ex- 
cept the one brief quotation which has 
been introduced from Mrs. Eddy's 
textbook. I have simply called your | 
attention to, or reviewed, if you 
please, what is common knowledge; 
that is. what everybody knows or can 
know by going to school, by reading, 
and by thinking along the lines pointed 
out. I*, is true that I have correlated 
this knowledge in perhaps an 4 unusual 
way, but this has been done for the 
purpose of showing the mental nature 
of material existence, which any one 
can convince himself of through ?'"i- 
ple human reasoning based upon com- 
mon knowledge. 

Appreciating the difficulty involved 
and realizing that Christian healing is 
an essential element of our Master's 
Christianity and is vital to the demon- 
stration of Christian living, an en- 
deavor should be made to understand 
this particular question a little more 
clearly, especially from a spiritual 
viewpoint. Therefore, a few of what 
seem to be points of difficulty will now | 
be considered, and some of the teach- 
ings of Christian Science introduced. 

.Matter Not Substance 

First, the universal belief in mat- 
ter a- substance, which hinders the 
apprehension of the unsubstantial na- 
ture of matter as taught in Christian 
Science, and which makes it so diffi- 
cult for many to accept Christian Sci- 
ence. This causes many t > say that 
Christian Science may be very helpful 
for mental or nervous diseases, but 
cannot possibly be successful in or- 
ganic or structural diseases, a posi- 
tion in which, of course, they are 
wrenc.'. 

Now what is substance supposed to 
be? It is that from which things are 
made, that which gives them their be- 
ing, the : r body, their structure, and 
so on, and that which prevents them 
from being destroyed. The diction- 
aries define substance as that which is 
substantial, that which has real, last- 
ing, perpetual existence, that which 
is actual and not illusory; from which 
it follows that real substance must be 
that which is indestructible and per- 
manent. Does matter come up to these 
specifications and requirements? Is 
it not a fact that all material things 
can be destroyed, and, if let alone, 
will they not naturally decay and dis- 
integrate? Does this not prove that 
matter is not substance, since it has 
no lasting, nerpetual existence? 

It was shown a moment ago that 
an apparently substantial material ob- 
ject could be reduced to a form of en- 
ergy; though even this, it should be 
remembered, is mainly a theory. Then 
is such a material object actual or il- 
lusory? Physical scientists them- 
selves do not know what constitutes a 
physical object, they can only theo- 
rize about it. Then if matter is not 
substance, what is? Is there any- 
thing that is indestructible and eter- 
nal? Yes, Truth. Take, by way of 
analogy, the mathematical idea that 
two and two make four. This is math- 
ematically a true idea with real, last- 
ing existence. Therefore, this idea is 
substantive, for the fact that two and 
two make four cannot be destroyed; 
its truth is its substance. It is also 
evident that truth is that which makes 
things what they are, gives them their 
being and prevents their being de- 
stroyed. Thus it is seen that truth 
is substance, and therefore wholly 
mental, and that eternal, indestructi- 
ble, real substance, is divine Truth, 
the divine actuality, the infinite Being. 
Mrs. Eddy teaches that divine Truth 
is divine Spirit and that this Spirit, 
which is infinite, indestructible, eter- 
nal, is real substance, the substance 
of which God made all "that was 
made," — is. in fact, that which con- 
stitutes all real being. It is this in- 
finite, indestructible, divine substance 
of Spirit, Truth, which is counterfeit- 
ed by the finite mental concept called 
matter, but wh'ch exists entirely 
apart from matter. 

Appearance Not Real 

Another point of interest lies in the 
finite, dimensional appearance of 
things, which certainly makes them 
seem very real. Let us look at this 
also from a mathematical angle. Take, 
for example, the mathematical idea 
or quantity, seven. This is a mathe- 
matical value, everywhere present, in- 
destructible, as idea, wholly mental, 
involving no element of time or space, 
for it does not take any time for seven 
times one to make seven, and we can 
remain in one place and know and 
have all there is in mathematics. 

This mental idea, seven, is repre- 
sented to physical sense by means of 
a line called a figure seven, which 
obviously is not a seven at all. but 
s merely an rniperfert, unstable, phys- 
ical representation , an outward sym- 
bal of the idea seven, which gives no 
correct concept of the universal quan- 
titative value. Furthermore, whatever 
may be done to the numeral, will not 
affect the idea, even if the numeral is 
destroyed. 

N'ow there is very nearly the same 
•■elationship between the finite, ma- 
norial concepts of the physical uni- 
verse and the infinite spiritual ideas 
of God's universe as there is between 
the figure seven and the idea seven. 

Mrs. Eddy has been much maligned | 
because she has called attention to 
•his great fact. Yet we know that if 
we look at a man through a piece of 
oent glass we shall see a deformed 
man, and if we do not know any bet- 
ter, we shall think he is a deformed 
man; whereas, if we get a look at the 
man apart from the glass we shall 



see that he is a normal man. That is 
precisely what Mrs. Eddy has done 
for us. She has shown us God as He 
is, also the real man and the real 
universe, so that we can understand 
that the finite, distorted concepts ob- j 
ta r.ed through the five physical | 
senses are not real. 

Attention must be called to the fact 
that mathematics, the human concept 
of the science of numbers, is not 
spiritual. It is here used simply a, 
a stepping-stone trom the concrete to 
the abstract, to make it easier for 
some to reach the metaphysical. 
Matter Not Life 
St:ll another point is the belief, or 
claim, which merely means the de- 
mand made upon us for belief, that 
there is life in matter and that life 
depends upon matter. Let us exam- 
ine the question for a few moments. 
It is a fact that one of the fundamen- 
tal characteristics of real life is con- 
tinuity of existence. In the light o. 
our analyst, can this be predicated of 
matter? Does it not appear that all 
materia! things begin, live for a span, 
die, decay, disintegrate? Is not this 
indeed the recognized routine or cycle 
of material living? Evidently this i 5 j 
not reai living, but simply a repeated 
effort to live, a counterfeit living 

If matter had life, would it not SUS 
ta.n itself? Then since all that is 
material dies, decays, disintegrates, I 
does this not prove that matter has I 
no life? If matter cannot sustain it"- j 
self, how can it sustain us? When! 
we eat matter food, do we eat life . ' 
Do we not eat what is dead or dies? 
Then can we get life from its oppo- 
site, death? Can we get light from 
its opposite, darkness? Is :t sensi- 
ble then, for it certainly is not logi- 
cal, for us to depend upon matter for 
life when it has no life to give us? 
Are we not leaning upon a broken 
reed when we do so? The chemical 
action which results from the eating 
of material food, and which produce, 
a certain electrical activity called 
physical life, is really not, life at all.! 
since it has no continuity of existence. 
Then if matter is not life, what is? I 
God Is Life 
The Bible declares, and frequentlv 1 
impnes. that God is our life It a's'o I 
states that "man shall not live bv I 
bread alone, but by every word that i 
proceedeth out of the mouth of God " 
and Je.-us said that he came "that 
they might have Hf e , and that thev 
might have it more abundantly.'" 
Now what is that life? ' 

Since God is, He is Truth and con- 
tinues to be. What God creates is ' 
is true and continues to be. There- 
fore, truth is continuity of being, and 
it follows that Truth is Life, and Life 
is Truth. Consequently real Life is 
divine Truth, the great I AM, im- 
£1* »• "jnmte, conscious being, God. 
The Bible teaches further that God 
is trie ( reator: therefore He is Prin- 
ciple, for Principle is. basis, founda- 
tion, cause, origin, without which 
there can be no existence. Principle 
is that which is, that which manifests 
Itsell as idea, the ba.-is of all law and 
right action. Therefore Principle is 
absolute, self-existent, dependent sole- 
ly upon itself, independent of all else, 
unaffected by any modifving condi- 
tions or influences. Since God is Life, 
Life Is Principle, and is absolute, de- 
pending solely upon itself, upon its 
own immortal being, independent of 
all else and therefore unaffected by 
matte.-- or by any condition, state or 
belief ol matter. 

Even as mathematical truth is not 
affected by anything which may be 
done to the figures, so the real' life 
ot man cannot be disturbed by what 
may be done to its material appear- 
ing or symbol. Life is therefore nei- 
ther in matter, nor of matter. It is 
God's very being and nothing else. 

The Bible declares through St. John 
that "God is love;" therefore real 
Life is divine Love, and thus wo see 
that there is but one infinite, eternal, 
divine Life, which is indestructible 
Truth, absolute Principle, immortal 
Love. 

Real Life Bases Riirht Living 

Now wrich would we rather have 
if we were given the choice? The 
unsatisfactory, uncertain, mortal be- 
lief of life, or the perfect, divine, im- 
mortal Life? We really are given 
that choice, and we should never lose 
sight of this fact, for whether we be- 
lieve it or not. God made man in His 
image and likeness, therefore man 
reflects the mvine Life, and we have 
only to awaken to this truth to ex- 
perience the blessings it involves. 

How then can we do this? Once 
more reasoning by analogy from 
mathematics, we know that when we 
think rightly of the multiplication ta- 
ble, that is to say, when we become 
conscious of its truth, then we know- 
it. we reflect it and it is ours by re- 
flection; we have it because we know 
it. Similarly, when we think rightly 
of God, then we become consciousj of 
divine Truth, then we know divine 
Life, we reflect it, it is ours by re- 
flection; we have it because we know 
it. What said Jesus, — "This is life 
eternal, that they might know Thee 
the only true God, and Jesus Christ, 
whom thou hast sent." Therefore, 
according to Jesus, knowine God is 
real living; and since Mrs. Eddy has 
made it possible for all to know God 
aright and to know rightly His Son. 
Christ Jesus, we can begin here and 
new to have in us the spirit of Life 
which was in Christ Jesus, as St. Paul 
declare^, — a state of consciousness 
which is indeed needed so badly to- 
day. 

What a great change takes place 
in our lives, our homes, our business, 
as we begin to reflect that divine Life 
and to live in obedience to Principle, 
doing right because it is right to do 
it, governed by Spirit not matter, re- 
flecting Love not hate, doing the heal- 
ing works of the Master! Would it 
not make a great change in the whole 
world if all would just beg-in to have 
that Life and to live it instead of be- 
lieving that there is life in matter 
and depending upon it 1 ? Would it 
not eventually solve all the world's 
problems ? 

The Science of right living is. there- 
fore, based fundamental! v upon th" 
knowing of what real Life is and on 
the living of that Life. There is no 
other wav of demonstrating Christian 
living. Mrs. Eddy has made it pos 
sible for all to begin to do this; and 
Christian Scientists testify gratefull- 
to the fact that they have begun to 
know that Life and have already ex- 
perienced great blessings therefrom, 
and they are rejoicing at its infinite 



possibilities and are daily striving for 
a higher spiritual understanding. 

the Knowing of wh_t real Life is 
has a very marked healing effect to 
wh ch attention should here be called. 
Suppose, for example, a man were on 
a sic^oed. having been given up by, 
pernaps, many physicians, pron:unc»i 
.r.curab.e, a.TJ with no f.rther materi- 
al remedies available, hopeless, help- 
less, despairing, gazing perhaps into 
the dark, dismal cha.-m of an uncei • 
tain beyond. Suppose now that soma 
one were to bung to that man a 
glimpse of his real life, telling him of 
wits one infinite, eternal, divine Life 
which is Truth. Principle, Spin., 
Love, the Life which is the God-given 
life of man and which matter cannot 
possibly take away from him. Might 
not that man begin to listen, and as 
he listens would he not turn away 
from belief in •material dying to be- 
lief in spiritual living? Would not 
his eyes brighten as a conseq lence, 
the color return to his cheeks, activi- 
ty be resumed and the man be healed ? 
Thousands have been healed ir. just 
that way, many of them while read- 
ing Mrs. Eddy's textbook, wherein 
she makes this point so very plain, 
and lays such >tress upon it. 

Healinjf a Mental Proces* 

It was shown a moment ago that 
human existence is wholly mental. 
Therefore the conditions of this exig- 
ence depend largely upon the condi- 
tion of consciousness. Does it lot 
follow, then, Uiat with a change of 
consciousness will come a change ui 
the condition of existence? A mor- 
tal's selfhood, his consciousness of be- 
ing, is obviously mental. Therefore, 
his body, which is the embotumjnc 
and internalization of his mentality, 
is just as mental as the rest ot hu- 
man existence. 

Discordant conditions of the body 
are therefore due to discordant .->n- 
dltions of human sense; and it i n he 
readily seen that, if the light > : the 
Christ-truth is brought to bear upon 
the dark, despairing consciousness of 
a sick, sinning, dying mortal, it will 
illumine it, brighten it with the di- 
vine light and tu t it with the divine 
hues — a spiritual change which will 
be manifested as harmony of body as 
well as of mind. 

According to the Scriptural ac- 
counts, the healing wrought by the 
Master and his disciples, was accom- 
plished through mental or spiritual 
means alone, that is, through ne ac- 
tion of right thought. Christian Si l- 
ence healing is brought about in tlia 
same way. In both, the healing Prin- 
ciple ami law ate recognized as men- 
tal, and we therefore need to consider 
briefly the nature of divine Mind and 
of true Mind-action. 

Christian Science teach es that Mind 
is much more than mere human 
thought; it includes the cause and 
manifestation of all true existence. 
Real Mind, infinite consciousness, is 
the divine Being, which expresses true 
ideas and constitutes all reality; the 
intelligence and creative Principle arid 
substance of the universe; the omni- 
present good; the basis of ail mani- 
festation and right thought, the ab- 
solute Truth. Reai thinking is there- 
fore the activity of real Mind. 

It is important, then, to distingui 3ii 
between real Mind, which is infinite, 
immortal, spiritual, and which ex- 
presses itself in perfect, indestructi- 
ble, harmonious ideas, and the so- 
called mortal mind which includes tho 
belief in matter, evil, limitation, dis- 
ease and death. This latter, there- 
fore, is not real Mind, but is a false 
concept of mind, and hence its sup- 
positional activity is not real think- 
ing. 

Real and I'nreal Creation 

The first chapter of Genesis gives 
an account of the creation in whic.i 
God made all that was made and pro- 
nounced it "vwy good." The second 
chapter gives an entirely different ai • 
count of creation based upon finite 
dust. — a creation which' is the result, 
as is stated therein, of the rising of 
a mist, and which is the exact oppo • 
site in every particular of the crea- 
tion presented in the first record. As 
it is evident that both of these ac- 
counts cannot be true, and since the 
first describes the complete, perfect, 
divine creation, it follows that the 
second must be false, because if tho 
original creation was complete then.' 
could be no place for a second one. 

The Bible relates that Adam fell 
into a deep sleep, but it does not say 
that he ever awakenod; and Mrs. Eddy 
calls this second record the "Adam- 
dream," and mortals the "Adam 
dreamers." This second record is 
based upon the belief that there is 
substance, truth and life in matter, 
a belief which, in our analysis, has 
been shown to be impossible. 

St. Paul called this material sense 
of existence the "carnal mind" and he 
says that it "is enmity against God," 
or, in other words, God's opposite. His 
absence. Does not this show that in- 
finite God never created it, since He 
could not create His urdikeness. His 
enemy, His absence? Good cannot 
create its opposite, or absence, evil. 
Therefore the beliefs of the carnal 
mind have neither place, presence, 
nor power; any more than has the 
schoolboy's erroneous belief that two 
times two make five, which is simply 
a false concept, having no existence. 

Mrs. Eddy calls it mortal mind lie- 
cause of the very evident mortal na 
ture of everything include) in it; and 
in order to distinguish it from the 
immortal, real, divine Mind. — a dis- 
tinction which should constantly be 
keot before thought. 

It follows, then, that the real uii- 
%'erse is the expression or manifesta- 
tion of the infinite, divine M n i and 
partakes of the sniritual nature and 
quality of this Mind. The real, di- 
vinely created man. the image and 
likness of God as he is defined in the 
first chapter of Genesis, is the ex- 
pression of M nd, Spirit. Life and 
Love, whom Cod pronounced good 
and to whom He gave dominion over 
the earth. Mortal man, defined in the 
second char^r of Genesis as created 
out of the dust of the ground, is but 
a human corporeal concept of the 
mortal or carnal so-called mind. 
Revelation Scientific 
Mrs. Eddy did not reach her c.n- 
clussion regarding the unrealitv of 
matter and the false nature of" ma- 
terial existence, thromrh human rea- 
soning, as we attempted to do in the 
beginning of our analysis. This 
knowledge cam e to her through revs-

Think of it! A divine influence al- 
ways present, which makes it possi- 
ble to be healed ami saved, by the ap- 
pearing of the Christ, Truth, in con- 
sciousness, then' developing spiritual 
understanding, through right know- 
ing and right living.

Mrs. Hodder placed great stress on 
•'• fact that many of the inmates of 
jails and reformatories are not crimi- 
nally responsible because they are 
not normal socially hut are feeble- 
minded, epileptic or insane. She de- 
plores the fact that we have in this 
country no real clearing house for 
criminals in which they could be 
classified after conviction and before 
commitment. She showed enlighten- 
ing charts of the progress in crime of 
feeble minded cases saying that the 
present-day Commonwealth manufac- 
tures criminals by not sending such 
cases to an institution which aims to 
keep them occupied as far as their 
mental capacities permi*. "Approach 
the evil doer in the laboratory an 1 
send only the norma! prisoners 
to penal institutions. It i-s a brutal 
society which clings to the unclassi- 
fied prison." she said. A great many 
questions wen- asked showing the 
deep interest which Mrs. Hodder had 
aroused in her audience. 

After a second groun of songs by 
Mrs. Blake, the meeting adiourned 
for a social half-hour over the tea 
cups.

ZONING 



The Massachusetts Legislature ol 
1920 passed an act (Chapter titil, Acts 
1;>-U) which permits cities and towns, 
by ordinance, to regulate the use of 
buildings by the creation ot separate 
bvjililn g districts, tnat is, districts 
lor residence, districts tor industry, 
and districts for business. The pui ■ 
pose of the act is to prohibit the in- 
vasion of a residential district by 
buildings to lie used tor business or 
industry. The ever-present threat by 
owners of vacant land to locate a re- 
tail store, a garage, or a building for 
a similar objectionable use in a resi- 
uential district will, under the opera- 
tion of the act be removed. Tne act 
was passed as an exercise of the po- 
lice power of the State, that is, the 
nghi which exists m the community 
to protect all Us citizens against the 
acts of one or a few. The owner of a 
vacant lot may have a grievance be- 
cause he has lost a sale, but the com- 
munity says "if this sale is for an un- 
desirable use, the community loss is a 
much more serious damage than the 
financial loss of the individual." Con- 
sequently no damages for individual 
losses ol this kind can be paid by the 
community and no action at law or in 
equity lies by the individual against 
the i it y or town. 

Zoning or districting has been rec- 
ognized in Massachusetts for some 
time. The restriction on the height 
of buildings in Boston, which has been 
in force tor more than Id years, is 
fciK'h a recognition. In 1919 a Consti- 
tutional Amendment was adopted by 
the people of Massachusetts whicn 
recognized the principle that cities 
should be able to zone according to 
tne use of I uildings as we ll a- ac- 
cording to the height or bulk of build- 
ings. Chapter 601, above referred to, 
was passed in furtherance of this 
Constitutional Amendment. 

Zoning laws are now in force in 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Minnesota and California and several 
cities have tested their practicability. 
The testimony from all of these cities 
is one way, to the effect that such 
l emulations have safe-guarded the 
health and life of the citizens and sta- 
bilized property values. In Massa- 
chusetts 12 or more cities and towns 
h*ve led the way by adopting a zon- 
ing ordinance and many others are 
drafting such ordinances.

Would 
a- good citizen purposely try to a id 
to the town's expenses? and you all 
are future citizens. Some boys have 
tried the scheme of stretching a rope 
across the road between two tires 
ami watching autos run into it. May- 
be some of those same boys will have 
a car someday. If so, how will they 
like to run into a stretched rope and 
perhaps break their headlights? 

When boys shatter street lights 
they hardly realize that electric lamps 
cost money and do not grow on bush- 
es, and as with false alarms the 
lights have to be paid for by the 
town. The I oys who do all these 
things are really copying the "Reds" 
in Russia, though on a smaller scale.

Once a year on Navy Day. the 27th 
of October, your country asks you to 
focus your attention on your Navy, 
your first line of defense," an institu- 
tion of vital concern to you as an 
American, a business man and a tax- 
payer. 

It is a privilege, after seven vears 
afloat, to be within range of the 
"Star's" columns this year and sub- 
mit a few facts to my home town. 
I have not always been in the Navy. 
For seven years I was a business 
man and know full well the limited 
time that business allots to the con- 
templation of things naval. An effort 
will be made, therefore, to be concise 
and illuminate only the most impor- 
tant facts. 

The United States must maintain a 
Navy. Preparedness is the otfnce of 
prevention and is the most effectual 
means of preserving peace. It gives 
backbone to our diplomacy and puts 
us in a position to propose with honor 
the limitation of armaments. Unpre- 
parecinfss invites attack. It tempted 
a ruthless Germany to sink our ships 
wantonly and embroil us in a Euro- 
pean war. We have over 100,000 
miles of navigable American coast 
lines to police in peace and protect in 
war. We have American trade to pro- 
tect in every corner of the world. 

Our Navy must be adequate. Get 
many's surface fleet was 80 per cent 
as strong as England's yet this slight 
difference of potential kept the Ger- 
man craft impotent. The "> — 5 — 3 ia- 
tio now limits the number of contest- 
ants in the grim game of war. We 
must therefore train our restricted 
force well and give it the best equip- 
ment possible. 

And a Navy cannot be created in a 
niirht. We can no longer fall back 
on privateers to issue from our Myo- 
tic River and creeks and give battle 
with pitchworks as in th« days of 
our "Marine Lexington" at Machias- 
port. The populace no longer gathers 
on headlands to witness the progress 
of a John Paul Jones in combat. The 
period 1850 to 18ii5 inaugurated steam 
propulsion, armor, rifled guns, torpe- 
does and t.irrets and naval warfare 
became a science. Today a naval offi- 
cer is in the making for oyer eight 
years and a sailor not entirely sea- 
going after two. 

We need a merchant marine. If 
war threatened our "5" Navy would 
immediately become the skeleton for 
an augmented Navy. We would be 
in immediate ve-i of men with sea 
legs and sea stomachs, men schooled 
to the life < ff shore. With a big 
merchant marine such men would be 
available. Moreover, if these United 
States were attacked, our greatest de- 
fence might lie in an offen-ive cam- 
paign and without a merchant marine 
to replenish our fleet such a campaign 
could not be protracted, for offensive 
warfare requires fighting ships, mer- 
chant ships and bases. ^ 

And aside from national oefense. 
there must still lurk in every New 
Englander the inherited desire to see 
our flag in every port: for our heri- 
tage is the most maritime in America 
and our blood still a trifle salt.

Sidewalks 15(24, Granolithic (Com- 
mon Street): The clerk was instructed 
to put on the docket when sidewalk 
budget matters for next year are be- 
ing considered, the matter of laying 
a granolithic sidewalk on Common 
street from the square to the rail- 
road station, atid also the matter of 
laying a granolithic sidewalk on Main 
street in front of the store occupied 
by the Hersev Hardware Company. 

Role Locations (Pond Street): Mr. 
Edward Fleming of 44 Pond street, 
appeared before the Board to see 
what could be done about getting the 
Telephone Company to install a tele- 
phone i" his house. A request ha u 
been received from the Telephone 
Company for certain pole locations 
in this locality, and the matter has 
been pending awaiting a report from 
the Street Light Committee. This 
matter was therefore put over until 
a report is made by this committee. 

Street Lights (Pierrepont Road): 
The Board voted to request the Edi- 
son Electric Illuminating Company of 
Boston to install one 60 candle power 
incandescent light on Pierrepont road, 
the exact location of the light to be 
given the Edison Company by the 
Town Engineer. 

Snow and Ice: After some discus- 
sion regarding the need of truck 
equipment for snow work, the mat- 
ter laid over one week. 

Sidewalks (Gravel) Corner High- 
land and Law son Road: A letter was 
received from the Superintendent of 
Streets enclosing a letter from Mr. 
Alfred H. Hildreth. who writes the 
Superintendent of Streets asking him 
if a gravel sidewalk cannot be laid in 
front of the house he is building at 
the corner of Highland a . enue and 
1-awson road. As the season is late 
and the Superintendent of Streets 
suggests that possibly a granolithic 
sidewalk be laid here another year 
the matter was ordered placed on the 
docket when budget matters for next 
year are being considered. 

Ridge Street : A letter was received 
from the Superintendent of Streets 
regarding the condition of Ridge 
street and referring to the Highway 
program this year which provides for 
work in Ridge street to the extent of 
$2000. The Superintendent of Streets 
states it is doubtful whether work 
can be done on this street this year. 
He suggests, however, that the Coun- 
ty Commissioners lie asked to contrib- 
ute towards the expense of any con- 
struction work done on this street as 
it is a county street. This matter 
was referred to Mr. Bryne to take up 
informally with the County Commis- 
sioners with a view to seeing whether 
the County Commissioners will con- 
tribute anything towards the cost if 
the street is reconstructed. 

Dangerous Cor«ers (Corner Bruci 
Road and Edeehill Road): A letter 
was received from Mr. Albert B. Ben', 
<< Edgehill road suggesting that a 
white line be placed on the pavement 
at the corner of Bruce and Edgehill 
roads, so as to act as a corrective in- 
fluence over the rre>ent practice n f 
automobile trucks in cutting this C or- 
ner which he states particularly dan- 
gerous,

There is always something old 
about worth-while novelties. Salt is 
as old as the ages.

•or great meat-packing houses do 
without this old thing in this new day. 
Every element >f lighl we have in this 
new day is .-> old as the universe. 
We boast al. :t our modern heating 
system. Thi furnace, or the gas fix- 
tures, or the stove may be new, but 
tire is a.. .,1,1 as the hills. All our 
trains, street ears, factories and auto- 
mobiles would suddenly come- to a 
dead stop if you toi k away from them 
on,- ■•!' the ,,],|,. s f things in the world, 
the wheel. 

How many wonderful worlds are 
compassed by the live senses. Rut 
these senses are old fashioned. Keen 
Darwinism would consent that the 
first finished man must have seen with 
his eyes, heard with his ears, tasted 
with his tongue, smelt with his nose 
and touched with his hands and feet. 
And the latest findings of science leave 
us in this new day at these same five 
points of sensuous contact. 

With respect to these five senses the 
smartest new man stands in the foot- 
prints of the dullest old man of the 
World's long, long yesterdays. How- 
would the new man and the new wom- 
an of this new day get along or carry 
on without these old-fashioned five 
senses. 

Our mental world is also full of 
old-fashioned novelties. Marconi's 
logical processes are identical with 
those of Aristotle and Socrates. 
Some of our data may differ from 
some of theirs. But we move by the 
same mental processes from premise 
to conclusion. The logical links follow 
each other in the same order. The 
latest schoolboy thinks that two 
times two are four exactly in the 
same old-fashioned mathematical wav 
that Euclid and Kepler thought it. 
Our new day has some new mathe- 
maticians, but it has the same old 
mathematics. The old day had Isaac- 
Newton's number. And the graduate 
of this latest season has the same old 
Newtonian number. It is all very 
old-fashioned, but it is a fact. And 
the fact is the thing we are after. 

Try out this theme of old-fashioned 
novelties in the wonder world of man- 
soul. How much is there here that is 
new under the sun. There are three 
great things that give the City of 
Man-soul its eminence. These great 
things are the everlasting experiences 
of Faith, Hope. Love. These are the 
only keys to life's temples of lasting 
satisfactions. These are the three 
great fresh-water lakes of life. All 
others are stagnant and scum-covered 
ponds breeding miasma and death. 

What would the modern world with 
all of its boasted brilliancy do with- 
out these Everlastings of faith, hope 
and love. Ask the unanswering dust 
of Babylon, Nineveh and the world's 
extinct republics. Ask modern mili- 
taristic Germany, humiliated, em- 
bittered and baffled. 

It is the same everlasting old truth 
that who breaks with faith, hope. love, 
breaks his own soul, be it a man or a 
nation.

FATAL FIRE 



Philip J. Blank Died From Burns 

Mr. Philip J. Blank of 280 High- 
land avenue died at the Winchester^ 
Hospital early Monday morning of 
burns received at his home on the 
night before. The fire, which was in 
Mr. Blank's room, was discovered by 
members of the househol I who tele- 
phoned the alarm to th,- centra! fire

When the firemen arrived at the 
house they were informed that the 
fire was upstairs. Asst. Chief Goi 
man and fireman Kimball went up and 
found the door to Mr. Blank's room 
eiosed. Upon opening it they found 
th" room filled with stifling smoke. 
Gorman groped his way into the room 
and foi n I Mr. Blank laying across 
the bed, which was on fire. Witn 
Kimball's aid he was carried down 
stairs, while other firemen extin- 
guished the fire and threw the burn- 
ing matress and clothing out the win- 
dow. 

Mr. Blank was badly burned on his 
left side and was unconscious. His 
condition was such that Chief Gorman 
immediately- called the ambulance and 
Dr. Simon. He was taken to the hos- 
pital and never recovered conscious- 
ness. It is presumed that he was 
smoking and set fire to his clothing, 
inhaling the flame and smoke, 

Mr. Blank was widely known in this 
town, having passed the larger part 
of his life here. He was 68 years of 
age and the holder of considerable 
real estate.

Although he was horn 
in Dedham, In- had resided here about 
52 years. For many years he was 
associated with his brothers. John S.

This firm, known 
as Blank Bros., was in existence for 
about 30 years.

Nearly two 
millions of Russian refugees alone 
wer scattered over Europe as the re- 
sult of war and revolution in Russia. 

Dr. Orr entered the Y. M. C. A.

War was director of the educational 
bureau of its War Work Council. He 
was also chairman of the committee 
on education of the Commission 
Trainine Camp Activities of the War 
Department. He is a graduate of 
Amherst, class of '83, He was princi- 
pal of the Springfield, Mass., High 
School from 1SH>0-10, and later cura- 
tor of the Museum of Natural His- 
tory there, and a trustee of the Y. M.

Kamakura Once Japan's Capital 

The Christ of the Andes on the 
Chile-Argentine line, one of the larg- 
est bronz< - outside Japan, is 'J(i feet 
high. The Colossus of Rhodes, por- 
hapes the best known of ancient huge 
bronze stat us, is believed to have 
bee n 90 to 100 feet high in a stand- 
ing posture. An earthquake, inter- 
i stingly enough, brought about its 
destruction before the Christian era. 

The Daibutsu is ope of the few re- 
maining symbols of the past great- 
ness of Kamakura, now a modest fish- 
ing village and watering-place, but 
once the real capital of Japan. Th"re 
in 1192, Minamoto Yoritomo seized 
the governmental power and set him- 
self up as the first Shogun, leaving 
the Emperor a mere puppet at Kyoto. 
The new capital grew rapidly and 
hi fore many years had a population 
as gnat as Cleveland or St. Louis. 
D was burned by an invading army in 
1333, but partly restored. After 1445, 
howev «r, when it lost even minor gov- 
ernment institution-', it declined rap- 
idly,

The great bronze Buddha of Kama- 
kura, the escape of which from dam- 
age by the recent earthquake is re- 
ported to be the subject of much re- 
joicing among pious Buddhists of Ja- 
pan, is one of the truly wonderful 
statues of the world, says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C, head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. 

Huge as the statue is— fifty feet 
hitrh in a sitting posture — it is faith-

EX-GOV. McCALL DEAD 

I'm uir.onia Responsible f c»r Sudden 
End of Prominent Statesman 

Ex-Governor Samuel W. MeCall died 
at his home on Hillside avenue Sun- 
day afternoon after a short illness. 
Hi's death was caused by pneumonia. 
He had been in his usual good health 
up tn the first <,f last Week, when he 
eontrat ted a slight cold. His condi- 
tio n was nol considered serious until 
Saturday night, when he grew rapid- 
ly worse and pneumonia developed. 
He died Sunday afternoon at 2:15. 

Saint; •! Walker .Met all. Ex-Gover- 

nor < f this state and former member 
of Congress, was known throughout 
the nation. He was born in East 
Providence, Pa., Feb. 28, 1851, and 
Was in his 73d year tit. the time of his 
death. He was the son of Henry and 
Mar> Ann (Elliott) MeCall, He re- 
ceived his education at the New 
Hampton (N. H.) Academy, from 
which he graduated in 1870, and at 
Dartmouth College, where he gradu- 
ated in 1874, standing second in his 
class, which numbered over 00 stu- 
dents. During his college course he 
taught classes for a period in Greek 
and Latin at Kimball-Union Academy, 
Meriden, N. II. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1875 and practiced law in 
Worcester and Boston. He came to 
this town in 18.X0 and had made his 
home h jre ever since. 

He entered his political career in 
tf.HH, representing Winchester and 
Arlington in the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature in 1888, 1XH!> ami 18112. His 
most important position was chair- 
man of the- Judiciary Committee. In 
1KSH he became associated with Wil- 
liam K. Barrett and Henry Parkman 
in the purchase of the Boston Daily 
Advertiser, and became the editor-in- 
chief of that paper.

ARCTIC EXPLORER 



Under the auspices of the different 
troops of Boy Scouts of Winchester. 
Captain Robert A. Bartlett, the Arctic 
explorer, will give an illustrated lec- 
ture on his North Pole experiences. 

Captain Bartlett has always been a 
sea-faring man and started on his 
first Arctic Exploration in 1898, con- 
tinuing up to 1917, when his last trip 
was a relief expedition which went in 
to the Arctic r- ns and brought bacK 
Donald MacMillan and his party. 

He has travelled farther north tha., 
any other white man, with the excep- 
tion of Admiral Peary, and accom- 
panied Admiral Peary on his different 
expeditions to the North Pole. 

During the war. he was in charg. 
of a part of the Army Transportation 
Service, with headquarters in Nev> 
York Harbor, and at the present time 
is engaged in plans for another Arc- 
tic expedition, which calls for his par- 
ty to go into the Northern countries 
and be frozen into the ice in th, 
Behrlng Straits, and allow his vessel 
to drift with the ice and the tides, to 
study the Arctic winds and weather. 
Captain Bartlett will be the head of 
this scientific expedition, and will be 
gone for several years and it is hoped 
that this expedition will solve a num- 
ber of problems of climate and weath- 
i r in that part of the world north of 
the Arctic Circle. 

Captain Bartlett is known to a great 
many people in Winchester and ha- a 
number of friends in town. This lec- 
ture will he well worth while and we 
hope the Town Hall will be filled to 
canacity, for the interest the public 
will take in this instance will be an 
evidence of the interest they have in 
the Boy Scout movement.

Hoy Scout troops, clubs, churches, 
magazines and newspapers, turn the 
attention of boys and girls and their 
parents to books; book- to read — 
books to enjoy - books to own." 

The Winchester Public Library will 
have an exhibition of books, cata- 
logs, and book lists- as suggestions for 
irifts and for the home. The chil- 
dren's department will make an it, 
tensive drive for the State Certificate 
Reading Contest during this week. 

The Massachusetts Hoard of Free 
Public Library Commissioners offers 
a certificate to any child who reads 
anl reports on five books on the grad- 
ed lists. 

The result of the contest was very 
gratifying last year. Winchester was 
the banner town for 1922, having done 
in two months what the other towna 
and cities had been trying to do for 
eight months. Still more graitfying 
results are expected this year, owing 
to the new Honor Certificate. This 
is to be given when a child has read 
and reported on 20 book-. Five of 

which must be non-fiction. 

We believe this contest is helping 
to direct the children's reading along 
the best lines.

The Star formerly controlled 1- 
points in Winchester for the posting 
of placards ami paper posters. This 
was a relic of former nays, when all 
local publicity was largely handled in 
this way. Billboards were erected and 
maintained at all important places 
about town by this paper.' In line 
with the desire to eliminate all detri- 
mental features which would tend to 
retard the best growth of the town, 
the Star voluntarily removed these 
billboards and returned all rights for 
this privilege. Subsequently it was 1 
instrumental in the passing by the 
t >wn of its vote to eliminate all such 
pi stings on trees, poles, fences, etc. 
It is, therefore, with regret that the 
Ste.r notes a return to former condi- 
tions. Last spring and this fall has 
witnessed a liberal display of vividly 
colored posters placarded on polos at 
every vantage point about town. 
Where the right to smear up the town 
this way is received, tho Star does nut 
know, but the fact that our High 
School athletic teams are the chief of- 
fenders af present, does not speak well 
for the future elimination of the un- 
sightly nuisance. The High School 
scholars may be exempt from any 
ti>wn by-law and may not be Interest- 
ed in maintaining a standard set by 
i ur elder citizens, and undoubtedly 
when they later become office holders 
of our town we stand a good chance to 
vi vert to former conditions, but the 
Star i* sorry to see the movement 
underway.

CROSS? 



Throe and one-half millions of 
Americans, numbers of local chapters 
|and branches, banded together in a 
I national organization which receive ! 
from Congress a charter empowering 
it 

"To furnish volunteer aid to the 
siek and wounded of armies in time of 
war; * 

"To act in matters of voluntary re- 
lief and in accord with military and 
naval authorities as a medium of 
communication between the people of 
the United States and their Army and 
Navy; 

"To carry <>n a system of national 
and international relief in times of 
peace and to apply the same in miti- 
gating the sufferings caused by pes- 
tilence, famine, tire, floods and other 
great national calamities and to devise 
and carry on measures for preventing 
the same." 

The war work of the American Re! 
Cross is known to every American. 
When the Armtistice was signed, chap- 
ters and branches requested a peace- 
time program which should use the 
war experience and the war fervor to 
strengthen community life. In many- 
places this was only a continuation fof 
services carried on during the wai . 
in others, it was planned to meet a 
need made apparent by the war. 

The underlying principles of the 
peace-time war work are these: 

L The primary obligation of the 
American Red Cross is to disabled ex- 
service men. No peace-time work 
way ..be undertaken by- a chanter oi 
branch unless the work' for disabled 
Soldiers and sailors is being carried 
on satisfactorily. 

2. The service must be selected by 
the chapter or branch according to the 
needs of the local community, after a 
study of local conditions. 

Red Cross service must mt du 
plicate the work of existing agencies. 

4. It must be carried on in accord- 
ance with Red Cross standards. It 
is for this reason that certain limita- 
tions have l>een made in the kind of 
service which Chapters and Branches 
can carry on. 

5, The Chapter must be directed 
y a strong Executive committee which 

•ikes responsibility for the develop- 
ment of the service in consultation 
with National Headquarters.

MEMORIAL DEDICATED 

The marble memorial tablet to the 
three young men of the Unitarian 
Church who made the supreme sac- 
rifice during the World War and to 
<i0 others of the church who served in 
the World War, was dedicated Sun- 
day in connection with the Armistice 
Dav service at the Unitarian Church. 

Rev. George Hale Reed conducted 
the service which was attended by the 
families of the three men who gave 
their lives in the World War. The 
men were Mahlon W. Dennett, who 
died from wounds in France; Chester 
R. Tutein, who was killed in an aero- 
plane accident in France, and Stewart 
G. Lane, who died of pneumonia in 
camp in this country. 

During the unveiling of the tablet 
by Robert Lane and Spencer Tutein, 
young brothers of two of the honored 
dead, the choir and congregation sang 
"Ten Thousand Times Ten Thousand. 1 ' 
Rev. Mr. Reed gave the memorial ad- 
dress. 

The tablet was viewed after the 
service by several hundred persons. 
It is located on the interior of the 
north side of the church. 



In the reception room of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce in the city of Ro- 
chester, N. V., are these words: "In 
the intercourse of social life, and on 
all occasions involving the interests 
of our young city, let us forget our 
politics and our party and seek only 
the public good." 

A sentiment of this nature is what 
the Winchester Chamber of Com- 
merce is striving for and living to 
accomplish.

Winchester's Growth 

We may not all of us know what 
a trying period our town ha.- passed 
through, financially speaking, for rive 
years previous to Jan. 1, 192-'?. 

From the year 11*17 to the year 
1922, inclusive, there were erected in 
our tow IK houses, or an average 
of 23 2-5 houses per year. 

From the year 191:;, to the year 
1917, inclusive, 24:; houses were con- 
structed; an average of 4* 3-5 houses 
per year in this five-year period, 
which may be considered a norma! 
growth under ordinary circumstances. 

During the five-year period up to, 
and Including 1922. occurred many 
of the horrible results of the World 
War, financially and otherwise, and 
the valuation of our town was very 
largely increased as well as the tax 
rate, in order to obtain money with 
which to govern ourselves. 

We are still living under the oil 
law of "cause and. effect." and as there 
is a very great shortage of houses in 
our town, would not the subject mat- 
ter be a fruitful topic of discussion at 
a meeting of our Chamber of Com- 
merce ? 

It is unfortunate for our town when 
the young and newly married couples 
have to seek homes out of town, when 
We are so much in need of their as- 
sistance to help in the building up of 
our town. 

It. has boon said that it is darkest 
lust before dawn ami in looking over 
this present year's house construction 
we are pleased to state that there is 
already constructed and under con- 
struction. 5S new dwelling! which 
would indicate that we as a town, are 
passing from a state of adversity ti 
a more prosperous condition financial- 
ly. 

There is still erreat need foe each 
of us to assist in all wavs posSl'bl" 
in the up-building of one of the noted 
towns in this Commonwealth. 

The Chamber of Commerce i« 
nl eased to see that the Swanton street 
bridge which was discussed bv the 
Chamber some time aero, is being 
constructed under the direction of th • 
Board of Selectmen and the Boston 
& Maine Railroad. 

The matter of the Ridge stree* 
property pertaining to water and 
sewerage h:is b«»en brought to the at- 
tention of the Chamber of Commerce 
for action. At the open meeting of 
the Chamber which was hold in the 
small Town Hall on Tuesday. Nov, 
oth, Mr. Harris gave a very interest- 
ing talk on the Red Cross drive giv- 
ing us the purnose of the drive and 
the o-ood that is done every year bv 
the Red Cross.

It is the 
Swiss bag turned inside out in honor 
oi Dr. Jean Dunant, who first started 
the movement. Our charter wasn't 
made until IK*- and since then we 
have gone on doing the thing that 
the treaty of Geneva said that we 
were to do. We take care of the 
more than 27,000 men in the hospitals 
that will have to stay there until 
they die as a result 6f shell shock, 
gases, tuberculosis, and shattered 
brains.

Suggestions for the conduct of the 
supervised studj period: 

The 'ength of the period is 60 min- 
utes. The first 40 minutes of this 
time may be used for recitation and 
assignment, and at the ringing of a 
bell at the end of this time, the last 
20 minutes should be given to super- 
vised or directed study. The follow- 
ing are a few suggestions for the 
proper conduct of the supervised 
study period. 

1. Be punctual in closing the reci- 
tation and assignment when the hell 
rings marking the beginning of the 
supervised study period. It is desir- 
able, if possible, to finish the recita- 
tion and assignment before the ring- 
ing of the bell so that more than the 
regular time may be given to super- 
vised study. 

'J If for any reason either the rec- 
itation or the assignment demand the 
use of the entire 60 minutes, no home 
assignment should be given for the 
next day. 

The most important function of 
the teacher in the matter of directed 
st oo v is to teach the pupil how to 
study. This should be done through 
the medium of constructive assistance 
to the nupil. 

4. Th.> time of the supervised 
study period should be considered sa- 
cred to the subject concerned. Under 
no circumstances should the period be 
used for studying a subject other than 
that assitrn^d to the period. 

5. While the first 40 minutes of 
the period or such time as is used for 
i i itatton and assignment is for deal- 
ing with the group as a whole, the 
supervised st'idv period should be 
given over to dealing individually with 
the punils.

19 GET DAMAGES FOR SLIPPING 
ON BATH SOAP 

Hartford. Nov. 9— According to the 
report on accident claims, made pul - 
lie by the Aetna Life Insurance Co . 
the modern bath tub is a dangerous 
contrivance. Thirty-nine persons it, 
the last 12 months, who were in- 
sured by the Aetna Co., slipped on 
the soap in the bath tub and were 
injured.

TV Arhoes Peninsula in Greco* to 
which the Patriarch of Constantino- 
ple, head of the Greek Church, has 
retired because of pressure from the 
Turkish government, is one of the 
Queerest communities and hn- one of 
the strangest governments in the 
world, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
i'lL-ton, P. C. headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 

On the :200 odd square miles of this 
Vou^h peninsula which lacks little of 
being an island, it has been unlawful 
since 104"i fo»* a woman t'i set foot. 
Moreover, so far is sex discrimination 
extended that female domestic ani- 
mals are barred! Even the eggs and 
milk that the good monks- of Athos 
oat and drink, must come, therefore, 
from farms safely across the hoHer 
of the stmnge monastic republic that 
Athos harbors. 

Preserve Treasures of Byzantium 

The entire peninsula is given up to 
monasteries of which there are 20. 
mostly on the slopes or cliffs of Mt. 
Athos. the 6350 foot promontory that 
rises near the outer end of the head- 
land. There are one or more monas- 
teries for each of the countries, or in 
some cases the communities that ac- 
cept the Greek-rite — Greece. Russia, 
Serbia Bulgaria. Anatolia. Constanti- 
nople and many others. The religious 
communities of Mt. Athos were the 
pampered children of Byzantium in its 
later days, and great wealth was 
showered on them by the emperors, a 
number of whom sojourned there. The 
monasteries are today one of the rich- 
est repositories of the illuminated 
manuscripts, statues, pajntings, mosa- 
ics and other works of art produced 



; in the heyday of tnat glided Eastern 
Rome. 

I The monks of Mt. Athos have tra- 
ditions of the beginnings of their es- 

I tablishments as early as the days of 
Constantine the- Great, about 300 A. 

, L>. But history tells of the foundation 
of the earliest of the present moria-- 
tt ries, that or' I arva, in 969. The iat- 

I est was established in 1545, a century 
after the fall of Byzantium. 

Monasteries Fortified 

Athos is rough and heavily wooded, 
with many coves and indentations, but 
! with few landing places. The monas- 
teries are in every conceivable situa- 
tion: some on gentle slopes near the 
sea. some on lofty crags overhanging 
I the beating surf, and others inland on 
, shoulders of the Sacred Mountain. All 
j consist of walled spacesln which are 
, churches, chapels, dwelling houses or 
j dormitories, guest abodes, libraries, 

■ and in the ease of the establishments 
I under a non-individualistic regime, re- 
; fectories. The East has always been 

■ turbulent, and Mt. Athos knows its 
I East; so all the enclosures are forti- 
j tied. Around the monastery's are 
, olive groves, vineyards and other fruit 
i plantations, worked by the monks and 
; the lay brothers who together make 

up practically the whole population 
• of this straiige region. 

The government of Mt. Athos has 
| been republican in form for more than 
; SaiQ years — since 1060, six years be- 
, fore the Normans conquered England. 
' Each monastery elects a representa- 
tive who is sent to the centrally situ- 
I ated village of Karyes which is the 
capital. There the delegate occupies 
! a dwelling owned by his abbey and 
.constituting a suit of "embassy" 
building. The 20 representatives sit 
as the Most Blessed Assembly of the 
Sacred Mount, a parliament more ven- 
erable than that of I»ndon, if that 
body be dated from the recognition of 
the elective principle. The executive 
of Mt. Athos is a body of five monks 
chosen bv the monasteries voting in 
j groups of four. Four of these execu- 
tives each keeps in his custody a 
; quarter of the great seal of the "re- 
' public" and the fifth, the secretary, 
' carries a handle which leeks the frag- 
ments nroperly together. 



Han- Only Bells in Turkey 

Until tne Balkan Wars which pre- 
ceded the World War, Mt. Athos was 
:n Turkish territory. But ever since 
the advent of the Turks in Europe, 
the communitj has been privileged. 
I; submitted to the Sultan Murad II 
even before the fall of Byzantium, and 
was dealt with leniently, though r«-- 
quiretj to | ay tribute. The monas- 
teries of Athos for a long time had | 
the only bells permitted to ring in j 
the whole Turkish Empire, for bells { 



are an abomination to the Moslem. 
But the use of bells was limited by 
the Turks, and the monks fell into the 
habit of pounding a suspended board 
instead. In many of the Mt. Athos 
monasteries it is still the dull thumps 
and whacks of such a bcll-substituto 
tnat call the monks to rise m the 
mornings and to gather for religious 
services.

IS THE MODERN PARENT A

By Alfred J. Talley, Judge of the 
Court of General Sessions, 
New York 



The real trouble with the average 
parent is the blind obsession that a 
parent's duty ends when a child is 
clothed and fed. The need of entering 
into the life of the growing boy and 
girl, trying to understand their activi- 
ties and giving attention to their as- 
sociates, seems to be a thing of the 
past.

How 
often does a mother answer the crav- 
ing of a (iaughter for something out- 
side the home by dressing and going 
out with her? How often is either 
parent willing to depart fur an even- 
ing from domestic routine to allow the 
children to have their companions at 
their own homes for a visit or a little 
party full of youthful noise and fool- 
ishness? Not many indeed. Father 
must have quiet, and Mother must 
have peace, and so the child, in its 
wisdom, knowing the weak spots,

We are becoming a peo- 
ple characterized by a mad pursuit of 
pleasure, in the quest for which all 
that is permanent and enduring is 
ruthlessly swept aside, We must speed 
along with all the risks that haste 
invites. The slow anil Steady growth 
which nature and experience teach i- 
the onlv permanent and enduring 
growth, has been relegated to the days 
of the pyramid builders, Neither 
wealth tvu- power nor vast extent oi 
territory has ever given perpetuity ti 
any nation, The character of its men 
and women is the onlv sure founda- 
tion of a people whose institutions will 
endure. 

And let ns ever remember that 
America's destiny lies in the hands nf 
the children of today, "he are the 
men and women of tomorrow — IRc- 
printed from The University Society.

It is not half so 
much tin- fault of the girl as it is of 
the parents. It is easy to under- 
stand how a light-headed girl may 
indulge in extremes of dress, igno- 
rant of the danger involved; hut it is 
difficult to deal patiently with the 
mother who. with her broader knowl- 
edge and experience, knows better and 
yet tolerates extermes in dress in a 
daughter of a most unstable and im- 
pressionable age. 

What this country needs most a. 
this time is the re-establishment of 
the home. If woman's recent ad- 
vance, so called, has been in a direc- 
tion away from the home, then wom- 
an of today, with her powers widened 
and augmented by the ballot, "puri- 
fies politics" at the expense of the 
lessening of her influence in the home, 
the country would be safer with poli- 
tics less pure so long as the American 
home were preserved and made what 
it should be — the sure foundation of a 
God-fearing people. 

Neither the Church nor the school 
can ever hope to accomplish the same 
degree of character building as is pos- 
sible in the home. And if either of 
the former fall short, it is because of 
the lack of initiative or support from 
the latter. 

Frequently earnest and conscien- 
tious teachers are heard to complain 
of the lack of interest in the schools 
on the part of parents.

And when I 
occasionally the parent of an unruly 
child is sen* for, it is usually in a 
spirit of belligerency and not of help | 
fulness that the visit is made. And 
the child is too often made to feel 
that the teacher was too exacting or 
too severe, instead of being made to 
understand the necessity of respecting 
the principle of authority which the 
teacher typifies. This want of respect 
for duly constituted authority is one 
of the curses of American life today 
end one of its most ominous manifes- 
tations Unhappily, it i* most con- 
spicuous in the young, and in most in- 
stances has its beginnings in the borne,

It may not be known to ait of us 
that our town highways e^ual a dis- 
tance of about 55 miles in length and 
tnat of that number of miles about 30 
of them are of a macadam construc- 
tion or of that nature and the cost to 
our town runs into very targe figures. 
The care of and preservation of this 
large investment is of much impor- 
tance and requires much study from 
several angles. 

One of the fir-: considerations in 
the construction of our highways i- 
to get rid of the surface water and 
when the rainfall i- normal about 
45 inches in depth per year, it really 
means that on every square foot of 
ground in this town there is 28 gal- 
lons to be taken care of. 

On our water shed we welcome its 
arrival, also on the cultivated por> 
tions of our town, but with this largo 
body of water in the form of rain or 
snow falling upon our highways it i- 
a problem that require- careful study 
in order to get a maximum of benefit 
at a minimum of cost. Our town ha* 

expended without doubt over $200,- 

000 in the several surface drainage 
systems that take care of the watei 
that falls upon our highways. In so 
doing the water passe- into the trunk 
line surface Be We r s through about 500 
catch basins which retain the sedi- 
ment while the water passe- on to it 
intended destination. 

It has been said that one inch of 
ram, when the atmostphere i- cold 
enough to turn it into dry snow hake; 
makes a depth of from tO to 12 inches, 
which i- a problem of much concern 
to all t>.wns and cities of eastern 
Massachusetts, 

The mode and method of passenger 
and freight transportation over our 
highways has been and is now chang- 
ing very rapid!-, and all municipali- 
ties are called upon to meet these con- 
litions. Without doubt, motor driven 
vehicles will increase vi ry materially 
n the future which means thai the ol I 
methods of caring for snow and ice 
are antiquated and that We must equip 
elves with modern machinery so 
as to do this work of snow moving at 
a minimum of cost. The wide snow 
plowir- of our street* to accommodate 
the auto traffic cover- a large per- 
centage of our catch basins and thi 
sidewalk plowing covers many of our 
hydrants, which necessitates much 
shoveling after every snowstorm. 

Would it not be wise and economical 
to remove much snow I y macbinerj 
for at least a quarter of a mile from 
our centre? The most up-to-date ma- 
chine for snow plowing i- the tractor 
as it always travels on its own road- 
way and its power is almost unlimited 
and is much more serviceable than 
any of the truck family. A 10 -ton 
tractor costs about $8500 and can 
plow a width of from 15 feet to 28 
feet. The heavy trucks plow a width 
of from in to 12 feet when their 
wheels do not slip. 

Last year the trucks could not plow 
up the hill on Mt. Vernon street but 
had to go to the top and plow down 
hill, and as they are employed by the 
hour it is expensive making two trips 
over the road. 

Take Wedgemere avenue as an ex- 
ample, a tractor in one trip would 
plow a width of 28 feet where a truck 
would have to make three trips to 
accomplish the same result.-. 

Our neighboring cities and towns 
believe in 10-ton tractors for Ded- 
ham, Brookline, Beverly and Concord 
have one each; Cambridge has two; 
the State of Massachusetts has five; 
and the following have 5-ton tractors: 
Cohasset, Billerica, Melrose and Me- 
thuen have one each; Dedham has 
two. 

One of the most serious conditions 
that can happen to our 30 miles of 
macadam roads is the formation of 
ruts either in snow or ice and the 
continuous running of trucks and mo- 
tors with their tire chains cutting 
grooves into the surface of the road: 
for when the surface is broken it is 
quite impossible to repair it bv patch- 
ing it so that it will be satisfactory. 

The sure way of preserving the 
surface of the road is by destroying 
the ruts by having a scarifying at- 
tachment on the tractor which can 
be raised or lowered automatically, 
leaving a smooth surface on the roan 
when in use. 

The cost to hire trucks mav be Sr. 
per hour and a guarantee of $2500 
worth of work or more. 

There are onlv seven horses in the 
town stables where last ve a r there 
were 12. Horses get tired and trac- 
tors do not and tractors can be used 
24 hours per dav in eirrht-hour shifts

Exactly what is an earthquake ami 
what causes it? 

These two questions very naturally 
pop into the minds of millions of per- 
sons when a catastrophe such as that 
which recently occurred in Japan 
overtakes some great city and causes 
thousands of deaths. 

A bulletin from the Washington, 
I). C, headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society answers these 

questions: 

Superficially the name itself tells 
the story. It is no more nor less than 
a quaking of the earth or a part of 
it; and theoretically any vibration at 
all fills the bill, from the tremor 
caused by a heavy truck passing along 
the street or a blast 1n a nearby 
quarry to the most* violent convulsion 
that slides hills from their bases ami 



And if you should strike a smali 
explosive cap with the end of a Ion*, 
rod grasped by the other end, the ex- 
plosion would probably bring the 
same painful tingle to your ringers. 

Breaks Probably Most Important 

It is generally believed that earth- 
quake waves flow from a point where 
one of the three forces illustrated is 
suddenly released — a break, a blow 
<m an explosion. Breaks are credited 
with the responsibility for most earth- 
quakes. It is believed that because of 
slow contraction or shrinking which 
may result from the oooling of the 
outer portion of the earth or because 
of pressure from deposited silt, strains 
are set up bejow the surface like those 
in the bending rticfec^/Eventually the 
'train reaches the break in ir point and 
thcr^ is a snapping of th" rocks which 
sends violent waves to the surface, 
causing earthquakes. 

Tha blow type of earthquake is 
probably less important. Such a blow 
might result from the falling in of a 

great cavern, but probably would? 
cause only a local shiver. A more 
important cause of a blow might be 
a slipping of ' tie mass of rock over 
another with a collision at the en i 
of the slide. Such a blow often fo!- 
!6ws a brefi'T, the two acting together. 
Volcanic K\plosions Play Part 

Earthquakes in active volcanic re- 
gions may often result from explo- 
sions of gasses far beneath the sur- 
face; but it is quite possible that even 
in the neighborhood of v. dean ies the | 
majority of the quakes may arise ' 
from sudden bleaks in the rocks. 

That the earth's crust is subjected 
to squeezing and pinching is evident 
from mountain ranges, which are the 
portion of the crust that is "pinched 
up" as one can pinch up a ridge of I 
skin on his arm. If mountains were* 
ever thrust up at all rapidly the 
earthquakes at the time must have 
been terrible. Even now there are 
certain mountains that though mil- 
lions of years old. are still geologi- 
cally "young" and are slowly risimr. 
The mountains of Janan fail into this 
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c'ass, and it is their "growing pains.' 
so to speak, that cause th" almost 
dailv (earthquakes in the Japam se 
archipelago. Now and rhrn the strains 
accumulate over a considerable neriod 
and the break or slide and collision 
which fina'ly occurs is violent tnoufh 
to shpke down It'IIs, open wide cracks 
and destroy, cities.

ZONING REDUCES THE COST OF 
LIVING 



By zoning, millions of waste from 
the scrapp ; ng of buildings in "blight- 
ed district" may be eliminated. 

A "blighted district" is a district, 
originally developed for residence or 
industry, in the future of which peo- 
ple have lost confidence. 

The causes of such "blight" are 
manifold. The most familial ease is 
that of a residential district into 
which there have begun to ( 
Tious uses threatening rapid destruc- 
tion of its value for residence — such surface 
new uses as sporadic stores, or fac- 
tories, or junk yards. It is not that 
a f"W such inappropriate uses really 
spoil the district, but that people hav- 
ing lost confidence, start a panic like 
a "run on the bank." Hundreds of 
them hurry to "unload" their proper- 
ties at a sacrifice for any kind of use, 
no matter hew objectionable to their

The earth waves originate in some 
region down in the earth and start 
out in every direction.

How the Waves Start 

The second important question in 
regard to an earthquake is: What 
slants the waves? 

No one has ever seen an earthquake 
wa v e start outward from its center, 
and it is sa^e enough to say that no 
one ever will. But science has huilt 
certain hypotheses about the matter 
j 'hat seem to account satisfactorily 
. fi r the happenings, and which are ac- 
C( "ti'it pretty generally.

na and tube circuits. The regenera- 
tive-receiver feature implies that in 
this type of receiver energy is fed 
from the plate circuit of the tube 
back into the grid circuit, which ener- 
gy is further strengthened as it again 
passes through the tube. 

A wiring diagram of a simple type 
of the single-circuit regenerative re- 
ceiver, is shown in the accompanying 
figure connected with the antenna a 
and the ground b. The antenna cir- 
cuit must be tuned to the desired 
wave-length in order to secure selec- 
tivity of signals, and in order that the 
signals may be as strong as possible, 
The inductance coil c and the conden- 
ser d are. therefore, made so that 
their electrical properties may be ad- 
justed to tune the set to pick up sig- 
nals from the desired sending sta- 
tions. Coil c is sometimes a vario- 
meter of large size, but more often is 
merely a tapped coil for securing ap- 
proximately wave-length adjustment. 
The variable condenser (I is then used 
to secure more accurate and final tun- 
ing to the desired station. On power- 
ful nearby stations this cbndenser 
will not hav > sn much influence, but 
it will be found' to be very critical in 
tuning the set to weak signals. In 
fact in such cases a vernier condenser 
or control may be considered a neces- 
sity for best results. 

The bad from the tuning coil c to 
the grid of the tube (shown connected 
first to condenser e) is connected in 
the figure to the antenna lead which 
goes to coir* c. In some instances a 
separate switch arm and set of taps is 
used for the connection between coil 
c and the grid lead, but this refine- 
ment is seldom used or warranted. 

The .00025-microfarad grid conden- 
ser e is ordinarily of the fixed mica 
type. For proper dector action of the 
present-day types of tubes, the grid 
condenser should be shunted by a 
high-resistance grid leak of 1 .000.000 
to 3,000.000 ohms. This is indicated 
in the figure just below the grid con- 
denser. 

The three-element electron tube f 
may be any of the standard makes 
now on the market. The filament or 
A battery g should be one able to sup-

I or tickler coil i is generally arranged 
so it may be rotated to give anywhere 
from zero to maximum feed-back ef- 
fect by a 90 degree movement. 

Another method for securng re 
generation is to use a tapped coil 

I mounted fairly close to the main tun- 
ing coil. More or less feed-back ef- 
fect is secured by using a greater or 
smaller number of turns of the tapped 
coil. In one very good arangennnt. 
half of the plate-circuit turns jare 
.vound on the end of the main tuning- 
<•: i! tube, and at least one-half inch 
away from the main winding. Rota- 
tion of the other half of the plate 
winding, which is mounted on a rotor 
much like a variometer, will cause ii- 
effect to help or buck the stationary 
part of the coil, and thus increase or 
decrease the feed-back effect. With 
this type receiver, it will be found in 
general that the selectivity is great- 
est when used on a short antenna, and 
when the feed-back effect is a maxi- 
mum without producing oscillation*

Made Fine Art of Wickedness 
Brilliant and colorful as was the 
Italian Renaissance period it was also 
corrupt, licentious, immoral and wick- 
ed beyond belief. Great works of Ti- 
tain, Bellini, Raphael were balanced 
by diabolical murders, by assassina- 
tion bought and paid for. by poison- 
ings, by intestine war-;, by religion 
and political life both sunk in a mo- 
rass of evil practices. Into such a 
setting a famous son of Ferrara was 
born, the noted Savonarola. He for- 
swore the corrupt court lift and like 
a prophet of the Old Testament went 
through the land preaching against 
and assuring God's forgiveness for 
the penitent. Gfeat crowds were 
charged with enthusiasm bv the pow- 
er of his oratory; the people changed 
their way of life, simple garb was as- 
sumed by thousands, and monarchs 
were overthrown. 

So powerful did Savonarola become 
that enemies plotted his death. Fi- 
nally he and two of his followers 
were tried bv a jury of their enemies, 
condemned to death, hanged, and 
their bodies burned. Amid the mem- 
ories of great courts, great painters 
and great martyrdom Ferrara lives, 
sleepy and stodgy under the sun and 
the Italian blue sky. Now with the 
discovery of the Etrurian town a new 
memory is added to the already long 
list.

SURROUNDED BY

In many parts of our coun- 
beavers and martens have been 
exterminated, and even Alaska is be- 
ginning to worry about the growing 
scarcity of fur-hearing animals with- 
in her boundaries. 

Muskrats Raise Mortgages 
Some of the States of the L r nion 
have realized the danger into which 
they have fallen and are establishing 
close periods for some of the most 
valuable of the fur-bearers. Until a 
few years ago the farmer who had 
marshland infested with muskrats on 
his farm voiced violent prejudice 
against the little animals, and set out 
to exterminate them; now that same 
farmer knows that these muskrats cm 
become as valuable as any of the 
livestock on his place. He protects 
them during the mating season, and 
takes only a reasonable number of 
pelts for market during the dead of 
winter when the fur is good. 

The great demand for furs has led 
to the rapid increase of fur-farming 
throughout this country and Canada. 
Recent reports savs that there are al- 
ready about 800 fox farms in Canada 
alone and that the owners of them are 
growing wealthy on their profits. The 
small fur bearers are very prolific and 
there are millions of acres of land in 
this country where they would multi- 
lily in great numbers if they were 
given the proper encouragement, and 
if intelligence were exercised in tak- 
ing the pelts. 

Government Working Out Fur Farm- 
ing Problems 

The United States Biological Sur- 
vey has been making an intensive 
Study of the best methods of raising 
wild animals in captivity, and reports 
that foxes have been raised with great 
success. Silver foxes. Blues foxes, 
skunks ami muskrats can be raised 
successfully, and further investiga- 
tions are being made into the possi- 
bility of raising minks, martens and 
fishers, which up to the present time 
do not breed in captivility or else pro- 
duce inferior animals. 

Yarious methods have been sug- 
gested for bringing the fur supply- 
within the neighborhood of the de- 
mand. Large tracts in various parts 
of the country could be set aside as

The northern tip of Alaska to which 
a few K ivernment officials flush each, 
summer may seem all too close to the j 
North Pole for the average dweller] 
of the warmer regions of the earth 
to live i:i unless In- is pursuing scien- 
tific invi -titrations, says the bulletin. 
'/In Spitzbergen, however, which is 
600 miles closer to the top of the 
world, several hundred ordinary men 
ack to^ 1817, of Europe and America are making 
fh'-ir homes the year round while they 
strip coal from beneath the ice-covered 
mountains. It i- excellent coal, too, 
and there is every reason to believe 
that the mining operations will grow 
steadily. 

Fomerly Wa> No-Man's Land 
The discovery early in the twenti- 
eth century, that Spitsbergen's coal 
underlies large areas brought it sud- 
denly back to the world's attention 
and made sovereignty over it well 
worth claiming after it had been aban- 
di ned for generations as a sort of no- 
man's land. Barsnts, a Dutchman, 
discovered Spitzbergen in 1596, ac- 
cording to the usual records; but the 
norwegians claim that their seamen 
visited the islands at earlier dates. 
Henry Hudson, searching for a north- 
ern passage to the Orient in 1(107, 
learned of the vast number of whales 
near the islands and as a result Spitz- 
bergen's waters became for a time 
the world's greatest whale fishery. 

The Dutch were foremost in this de- 
velopment. By the time of America's 
Revolutionary War whalers from the 
\'( therlands had taken about $100,- 
000,1)00 worth of whale products from 
the region. Catches became so great 
in the early years of the exploitation 
that the ships were embarrassed to 
haul the blubber home. 

An Arctic Summer Town 
A thriving summer town, Smeeren- 
berg, was established and flourished 
for a score of years. It was an anom- 
olous community, a Dutch town in tin- 
frozen Arctic, with its shops, drink- 
ing places, and bakeries in addition to 
th • oil refineries, cooperage estab- 
lishments and smithies of the whal- 
inur industry. When the whales in the 
immediate neighborhood of the is- 
lands were destroyed and the whalers 
had to go farther afield for their 
i-atches. Smeerenberg dwindled away. 
About the only reminder of this one- 
time thriving Dutch community is the

The mysterious noises wnieh have 
so stirred up Boston papers and which 
have been the source of continuous 
investigation by State departments 
fur the past few days at the residence 
fcj) Mr. William Hudson. 51 Salisbury 
street, have ceased, it is reported. 

Boston papers have been greatly 
alarmed over the occurence and 
mystery of these noises, much beintr 
published and the house even photo- 
graphed as a curiosity. According to 
the newspapers the matter, kept 
secret for some unknown reason, be- 
came public Wednesday. It is stated 
to have been in progress for four or 
five days. The noise is said to resem- 
ble explosions of unknown origin, ter- 
rifying in their intensity and so loud 
that they are heard in the house of an 
officer, Major Paul B. Moulton, next 
door. No mi" is or has been able to 
fimj out what the explosions are.

The papers report that the ex- 
plosions are limited to one a day and 
that thev are so numerous tha* one 
can hardly count them. The house is 
said to be new also. 

It has not been stated whether any 
of the experts have given attention to 

the heating apparatus knocks, or 

whether the heating apparatus does 
knock, hut it is reported that this is 
soon to he announced as the source of 
the terrifying mystery, and yest "••■my 
it was Baid that the noises have 
ceased altogether for the present. It 
is also announced 'hat the plaster 
falling from the walls may be laid to 
th" fact that a bed has been pushed up 
against it. If thev occur again, the 
Boston papers will probably receive 
notice.

measurement of 29 inches and a tail 
measurement of 39 inches.

Lat- 
er be will b-3 accompanied by a party 
comprising botanists, zoologists, and 
anthropohgibts. The last named will 
study the origin,— physique, habit-, 
langrage, and rich mythology of the 
non-Chinese tribes which vary, in all 
these teste:-, from their Chinese 
neighbors. 



Following the announcement made 
recently by the School Committee that 
it has under consideration the renam- 
ing of the Mystic School, there has 
Sprung about town several sug- 
gestions for the renaming of our new 
buildings.

The next important case arose in 
Los Angeles, Cal., where, under a 
zoning plan dividing the city into in- 
dustrial and residential districts, a 
brickyard in a residential district was 
ousted although it had been in exis- 
tence for n. any years. This was up-

voir," 

When this reservoir was construe". - 
led over 30 years ago it was intended 
to be a part of the south reservoii, 
but the town did not feel able !';- 
: nancially at that time to spend more 
! money in cleaning that portion of the 
' reservoir by removing loam. stum| - 
, and bush. Hence a road was bui t 
j making two bodies of water, known as 
the middle and south reservoirs. 

About a month ago the State De- 
partment of Health made an examina- 
tion of two samples of water taken 
from each of the reservoirs. There 
statement was to the effect that the 
water in the middle contained less or- 
ganistms than the south reservoir. Th.' 
water board state this t" be par'ly 
accounted for by that fact that the 
water in the south reservoir was down 
about five feet from high water mark, 
and the north was down nearly four 
feet, while the middle reservoir was 
down 15 inches. 

The evaporation of water on our 
reservoir according to expert opinion 
amounts to 39 inches per year :n 
depth, which would indicate that the 
middle reservoir is supplied with wa- 
ter from many springs. 

The State Department of Health 
made a strong recommendation to the 
water board that a ditch should ba 
cut so as to draw off two or thn .• 
feet in depth from the middle into the 
south in case we should have a dry 
season next year. 

The middle roservoir is full and is 
now flowing to a depth of one ari l 
one-half inches over its wash way in- 
to the north reservoir. 

What a fortunate town we are to 
have such an abundant supply of wa- 
ter that comes from the clouds only, 
and that the rain falls upon one of 
the most perfect water sheds in th • 
State.

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LETTER FROM MISS SMILEY 



The Star is again privileged to prim 
a letter from Miss Carolyn I). Smiley 
of this town, written to her Winches- 
ter friends from Ahmednagar, India. 
Like Miss Smiley's previous letters, 
this communication contains much in- 
teresting material. 

Ahmednagar, India 

Nov. 7, 192:} 

Dear Friends: 

In my last letter, I told you about 
one or two Hindu festivals which 
were taking place with much noise 
and display; now I am going to give 
you a little insight into Mohammedan 
life. Not lont; ago the Mohammedans 
celebrated one of their most import- 
ant festivals called "Muharrani." This 
is the name given to the first month 
of the Muslim year. It has now be- 
come the name by which are known 
the days of mourning spent by a cer- 
tain sect of Muslims in commemora- 
tion of Ali and his two sons, Husan 
and Husain, all heroes of the Muslims 
in times past. Bonfires are lit in cer- 
tain places and at night people, young 
and old, jump about yelling "Ali, no- 
ble Husain" and the like. Different 
groups of Muslims make structures 
out of bamboos called Tabuts. These 
are intended to represent the tomb- 
erected on the plains over the remains 
of Husain. They are covered with 
tinsel an) v.ry much ornamented. On 
the 10th day there is a big procession 
in which all the Tabuts, standards 
and everything else are displayed to 
the crowds waiting for excitement. We 
all know ahead of time when the pro- 
cession will pass near by. I piloted 
several of the teachers through the 
ereets filled to the utmost with every 
kind of human, being to my Hindu 
day school which was on the line of 
march. The girls had the best kind 
of reserved seats, namely the roof of 
the school from which they could fair- 
ly touch the Tabuts as they passed 
by. The whole scene was most fas- 
cinating; the Mat roofs of the houses 
were filled with women and children 
in gay colored saris, many of the 
houses were highly decorated with col- 
ored paper and some had pictures 
painted i n the front wail-. As you 
looked down onto the crowd, you 
might imagine yourself gazing at a 
Persian carpet with it's great abun- 
dance of color. Aand hi' noise, -noth- , 
i i; could equal that! 

At last the beginnings of the pro- 1 
cession appeared, some Indian and; 
European policemen! What a power 
they wield and what a relief it is to 
)- e them in tunes like this! Then the 
main procession slowly rumbled along, 
bullock carts filled with men and boys 
disguised in all sorts of devices, most 1 
of it being a disgrace to the Moham- 1 
niedan religion. 

The most important pari of the pro 
cession is the casket supposed to ion- > 
tain the remains of Husain. This is 
carried by crowds that surge like the 
waves of the sea. It is considered an 
act of merit to even touch the casket j 
So the men light their way through j 
the excited mob to throw a Mower or 
sweetmeat on the box already heavily- 
laden with tokens. The policemen of- 
ten have to interfere or there Would 
lv man., a casualty. 

The following day all the Tabuts j 
are taken to a large spot mar water.! 
They are now robbed of their finery I 
.'Kid their frameworks thrown into the ' 
water In this the Muslims have cop- 
ied the Hindus in their custom of. 
throwing certain images of gods into! 
the water after a pr ic n. A;' >••• i 
sight like this, one does long for the 
time when all of these intensely re- j 
ligious people will know God as we 
know Him. It hurts one so to see so 
much evil and vulgar display con- 
i' i ted w ith any religion. 

We are in the midst now of Diwale 
(ftast of lamps), a holiday clean and] 
fine among the Hindus. This festival! 
i- consecrated to Lakshmi, the god- I 
dess of prosperity. The old year ends ; 
and the new year begins. New led- j 
gers, day-books and journals are ! 
I >ugh* and worshipped with the help 
of a Brahman pries'. At home great ' 
preparations are made, cleaning, 
white-washing and illuminating. All 
the treasure of the house is collected 
and worshipped. The Hindus get up 
early in the morning, lill the house 
v ith lights, perfume their bodies w ith 
ointment and bathe. N'o member 01 
the house is left unbathed. Indian 
sweets are distributed ami many 
guests are invited to dinner. We en- 
j y this festival for i f is fascinating 
t i walk through the city and see the 
hundreds of little lights flickering in 
tie homes and shops. The one sal 
thing about this festival of light.- is 
the gambling, the chief recreation of 
(i .. f e a ? t Hut what can we say when 
the English padre and his flock'known 
8s Christians are playing cards for 
n mey almost every evening at the 
cluh not far away! 

What is happening in this little 
world, the School? A large .Christian 
Endeavor and Young Peoples* Conven- 
tion! About 200 girls and boys are 
expected today and tomorrow from 
various parts of the Bombay Presi- 
dency. All th? girls will be enter- 
tain' d here so we exrect to be doubly 
I sy. The theme of the program is 
"World Friendship." We have some 
srdrndid speakers. At the last meet- 
ing we are going to launch a campaign 
for prohibition. If 'be young people 
really take interest in this movement, 
they can help tremendously for some 



slowly permeating all phases of Indian 
life.

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The Story of 
Our States

TIE French 
missionar- 
ies and fin 
traders were 
t h c ti r s t 
whites to pen- 
et rule into 
M I c h i g a n. 
Their tirsl visits to this region 
date back to 1610. It was not 
until WO* however, that the first 
actual settlement was made. 
This was the mission at Sault 
Salute Marie, founded by father 
Marquette. .Mackinac was es- 
tahlished a few years later, and 
Detroit's growth was slow. 
After the French and Indian 
wars the English took over this 
territory, and in 177-t it was for- 
mally declared a part of Canada. 
Detroit rapidly grew in impor- 
tance and during the Revolution 
was the base of operations for 
many raids hy the British and 
Indians against the Americans. 

By the terms of ihe treaty of 
Paris In 17&I this region became 
a part of the United States. 
What is now Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, a part of Minnesota, Illinois, 
Indiana and Ohio was known as 
Ihe Northwest territory. After 
Ohio was set off as a separate 
state the Lower Peninsula of 
Michigan was joined to Indiana 
territory. In lSOo Michigan be- 
came a separate terri'ory with 
about its present boundaries. 
There was, however, a great 
dispute over a small strip >>f 
land in the extreme southern 
portion which was claimed by 
Ohio. This almost led to blood- 
shed, but was finally settled by 
Michigan releasing her claim to 
the disputed area and receiving 
as compensation an addition to 
the Upper Peninsula. <»n ibis 
basis Michigan was admitted to 
the Union in 1S.H7 and became 
the twenty-sixth state. 

Michigan hus a unique situa- 
tion, as it is bounded by tie- 
three largest of the Great Lakes, 
and divided into two peninsulas. 
This gives it a coast line larger 
in proportion to its srea than 
any of the other states. It is 
named after Lake Michigan 
which is the Algonquin word, 
"Micbl-gan," meaning "great 
sea. It is entitled to 15 votes 
in the electoral college,

The island of Jamaica in the West 
Indies which, according to newspapers, 
is having its tariff disputes with the 
mother country over the duties im- 
posed on its articles of export, was in 
the latter half of the 17 century the 
stronghold of the English buccan- 
neers, says a bulletin based on a 
communication by Nell Hay Clarke 
to the National Geographic Society. 

Morgan the greatest and most 
sagacious of the pirates, planned 
most of his expeditions in Port Royal, 
which had the reputation of btingr the 
richest and wickedest spot on earth. 
And proud the city was of the notori- 



ety. Defiant, flamboyant, and una- 
bashed, it greeted the chiefs who lent 
riotous eclor to its life emptied gold 
into its coffers, and tinged its nights 
with drunkenness and revelry. 

Tumbled Rendezvous Into Sea 

Ir. those days Port Royal had a high 
wall about it and wide quays, whereon 
its habitue- emptied their pieces-of- 
eight. Then, as if Providence were 
outraged by its utter disregard to its 
morai laws, an earthquake on June 7, 
lofej. shook Jamaica to its founda- 
tions and tumbled this dc-n of inquity. 
with scores of the pirates into the 
sea. When the water is calm the 
coral-encrusted ruins* of the old town 
mav be seer, beneath the water, even 
t( day. and the natives still regale the 
visitor with sories of phanom ships 
that are trying to make the port. 

One interesting relic remains, how- 
ever, in Fort Charles, a still old veter- 
an of sun-faded bricks. Some of the 
officer's quarters and a paved court, so 
white that it dazzle- , are still stand- 
ing.. Flower gardens now encircle its 
walls; its gun embrasures are hidden 
by bushes: the birds haunt its cran- , 
njes, and the lizards craw! lazily over 



its parapets. Horatio Nelson was 
stationed at the forts in L799, when he- 
was 21 years of age. and the paved 
platform which was known affection- 
ately as his quarter-deck may still be 
seen. 

Town is Disconsolate 

7hr town now standing on the old 
site is respectable, faded and discon- 
solate. On the fences and bushes, in 
melancholy ugliness, the commonplace 
inhabitants dry the fishing nets by 
means of which they eke out their ex- 
isence. 

The pirates, with the two bases, 
Tortuga and Port Royal, for opera- 
tions, took toll of all the islands and 
■and-- along the Caribbean. . 

Across the mavmiflcent harbor from 
Port Royal lies Kingston, the capital 
of Jamaica and one of the most im- 
portant pert-; in the West Indies. Uat. 
foundations were laid by Port Royal 
survivors.

The Wadleigh-Prince Parent-Teach- 
er Association met Dec. 13 at the 
Wadleigh School. Mr. James J. 
Quinn, the superintendent of schools, 
gave a most inspiring talk. 

Mr. Quinn suggested that looking 
into "Other People's Business" gave 
a wider outlook on the world. It 
wculd help the desire to co-operate 
and constructively build for the Wad- 
leigh School. The importance of the 
problem of Human Relationships and 
the ability to handle men was empha- 
sized in his talk. In more and more 
good public schools of today resource- 
fulness and initiative are being de- 
v doped anil he assured the parents 
that the teachers welcomed a genuine 
healthy, sympathetic interest, 

He explained that teaching was a 
highly techinal thinjr and required 
study and mastery. It was highly 
qualitative and not to be measured in 
the same way as a cord of wood. 

The kind of teaching procured was 
in the hands of the citizens, That 
was democracy. Respect fi r proper- 
ty should be instilled in the children 
and poise of mind and body should be 
cultivated in the parents. 

For several years education has 
been scientifically studied.. Desirable 
teachers are the ones who have an in- 
fluence upon the character of the 
boys and girls, Greater zeal for a 
better knowledge of our country's 
history and greater appreciation of 
our country's literature should be en- 
couraged. Due to the demands of the 
ol leges our boys and girls are fun- 
lamentally weak in both our history 
and literature. They do not seem to 
know nor have a real love and respect 
for American literature. 

Education for leisure is very im- 
portant and children should begin an 
interest in some hobby even in the 
Wadleigh School. Such meetings as 
th. se of the Wadleigh-Prince, P. T. A. 
will -tart acquaintances and friend- 
ships, developing into co-operation 
which will make for great construc- 
tive work here in Winchester.

Familiar Salutation la Said to 
Dying Out in Talsphono 
Practice. 

By degrees, usage of the familiar 
salutation. "Hello," Is dying out in 
telephone practice. When Mrs. Jones' 
telephone rlugs these days she Is 
much more likely to answer it by say- 
ing "Mrs, Jones speaking" than 
"Hello.* More and more telephone 
users are appreciating the fact that 
tin effective "telephone personality," 
with its influence for better service, Is 
not on!) a business, but a social as- 
set. 

Alexander Graham Bell, according 
to Thomas A. Watson, who assisted 
him, using the word "Ahoy" in mak- 
ing his experiments, hut •Hello" 
superseded It when the telephone got 
Into practical use. The probable 
origin of the word "Hello" was inter- 
estingly described us follows in u re- 
cent issue of the Telephone Engineer:

Besides 
the universities, special schools, both j 
government and private, cover almost 
every phase of science and art. The 
highest educational oftlcer is the min- 
ister of education, who holds u posi- 
tion iu the cabinet.

Strength of Eggs. 

Wonderful provision has been made 
by nature for the protection of eggs 
against breakage by building them on 
the principle of the arch. The fact 
that no one can break a lien's egg by 
squeezing it between bis hands so long 
as he applies the pressure in the di 
reetion of the long axis of the egg 
has led to certain experiments with a 
special apparatus. The eggs were 
placed point upward on a scale, nnd 
pressure was applied by means of a 
lever and Jack. Brown eggs proved 
stronger than white ones. They broke 
under a pressure that averaged 155 
pounds. White eggs broke under an 
average pressure of 112.5 pounds. The 
shells were found to be frojn .013 to 
.014 of an inch thick. Since the nver- 
rt ge diameter of the eggs used was 
1* 4 inches, some Idea can be gained 
of the strength that the egg owes to 
its structural form.
